In his suspensioff^-letter to Stev- 
ens—dropping the union from the 
TLC as of Aug. 24—president Percy 
Bengough said there is ''an ac- 
cumulation of incidents tending to 
show a very definite leaning to- 
wards communism and its front 
organizations."

But it 
won't be past the point where 
could suffer damage and even seri- 
ous loss of grades and yields. 

Crops are later maturing 
year because of a wet spring which 
delayed seeding. 

In most areas, except for durum 
wheats and very late bread wheat 
crops, rust damage is not regarded 
as serious, 
here figure there will be some. 

INDIRECT DANGER 

The greatest danger from rust 
may be indirect, even where it does 
nothing direct of serious conse- 
quence. It may slow development 
of.wheat kernels, pushing the ma- 
turity date further into the early 
frost period. 

The latest five-day weather fore- 
cast indicates, however, that ng 
immediate frost threat is in the 
offing. The dutlook is for above- 
normal temperatures, The great- 
est frost danger is expected Sun- 
day, after cooler air hits the Prair- 
ies today, but the possibility is 
regarded as remote. 

On the average, the maturity of 
wheat is believed a week to 10 days 
away. Harvesting is not expected 
to be general until towards the 
end.of August. 

In the normal course of events 
this would not be unduly alarm- 
ing. The normal date of the first 
Saskatchewan frost runs from Aug. 
28 in the southwest to Sept. 9 in 
the northeast. The first killing frost 
usually is later. It has occurred 
as early as the first week of August 
and as'late as October.

FATHER OF HOSPITAL 

H. M. Donald, former mayor of 
the town, was chairman of the 
original board, and is now honor- 
ary chairman. A. J. Meyers, chair- 
man of the building committee, 
can be called the “tather” of the 
hospital. It has been largely 
through his efforts that the hos- 
pital actually came into being. He 
has spent a great deal of time 
and effort, and a sizeable amount 
of his money, to see that the 
building was kept going. During 
two winters, Mr, Meyers person- 
ally paid for the heating in order 
that work already started on the 
inside coutd be protected from 
the cold. 

By 1947, the estimated cost of 
ihe hospital rose to $240,000 and 
tenders were called for the foun- 
dation walls and footings. Collec- 
tion boxes were placed in places 
of business in and around Camp- 
bellford, and tentative plans for 
the construction of the building 
were approved. 

Early in 1948, the board had

But the fact 
remains that a larger proportion of the 
Canadian populace’ travels into “the 
States and spends both relatively and 
absolutely far more money than Ameri- 
cans do. How does this happen? Is the 
U.S. not wealthy and the Americans not 
rich, driving big cars and having a good 
time? Is Canada not a poor cousin? 
This may be, but still Canadians go 
south of the border and spend south of 
the border. 

The chief reasons for the greater 
Canadian travel and spending seems to 
be to escape our winter weather (more 
and more nadians go south for a 
week or a 2 1 and to take advantage 

of many household arid personal goods 
sold in the U.S. more cheaply than in 
Canada. Further, the U.S. has the en- 
ticement of New York. Canadians have 
only Toronto, or, if they happen to be 
very brave and daring, Montreal, for 
their cosmopolitan flutter.

The Last Of The Burnhams 


When Mr. Mark S. Burnham died this 
week at his farm home "Engleburn" on 
Highway 7 two miles east of the city, 


the family line famous in the district 
for a century and a half ended with him. 


Burnhams came to this continent four 
years after the Mayflower (1620). An 
Asa Burnham of New Hampshire, born 
about 1750, had four sons who came to 
Canada: Asa, Zaccheus; John and Mark. 
Zaccheus, the second son, was first to 
arrive, in 1795. Asa, son of Asa, was 
prominent in the Cobourg area and his 
son the Hon. Asa Allworth Burnham 
(1808-1874) was mayor of Cobourg and 
a Senator. -The Hon. Zaccheus Burn- 
ham (1777-1857) became a man of large 
estates between Cobourg and Peterbor- 
ough, a member of the Family Compact 
and of the Legislative Council of Upper 
Canada. Zaccheus had only one son, 
whom he sent to Oxford. This was the

Church of England generously in this 
area, endowing parishes with his money 
as well as his pastoral care. The Rev- 
erend Mark (1804-1877) hád four sons, 
the eldest of whom was Zaccheus (1840-

Brock street near. George, fer John, MP;

rary, for son Dr. George Burnham (who 
Is, to be distinguished from his second 
cousin of the preceding generation, 
known as "Old Dr. Burnham”.)

Europe Closes The Dollar Gap 


By SUSAN STRANGE 


WUESTERN EUROPE as a whole would ap- 
pear at long last to have closed the dollar 


gap. According to the United Nations’ Eco- 
nomic Commission for Europe, whose 
quarterly Bulletin was published a short time 
ago,-the current account of West European 
countries as a group with the United States 
has nearly balanced, for the financial year 
up to last March, says E.C.E. “the current 
deficit with the United States has been kept 
to manageable proportions.” 


Considering that the deficit in the year 
before had totalled more than two billion 
dollars in 1947 and at one time.exceeded 
seven billion dollars, this is a substantial 
achievement, Can the Americans, therefore, 
congratulate themselves that the Marshall 
Plan for Europe's economic recovery has been 
completely successful? 

Certainly the Marshall Plan was aimed at 
putting Western Europe on its feet and re- 
building itssahattered economy so that Euro- 
pean Governments could pay their way, 
without American aid, with the outside world, 
and in particular with the dollar area. But 
the basic idea of the Plan was to bring Europe 
back into the free exchange system of the 
Western Hemisphere as a fully self-support- 


ing partner. It was, in other words, to eriable | 


Europe to be joined, ‘economically, with 
America on equal terms and not merely to 
close the gap between the dollars it spent 
and the dollars it was able to earn. 

Looked at in this way, it is much more 
doubtful whether the Marshall Plan has suc- 
ceeded. For, according to the E. C. E. analysis, 
European countries have been able to reduce 
their deficit since the end of Marshall Aid 
only by rigorously cutting themselves off 
from the -American economic system—by 
rigorously practising, in fact, a deliberate 


democracies are now, and will probably re- 
main for many years to come, economically 
divorced. 

The process of divorce followed by Euro- 
pean Governments has involved, first of all, 
a drastic cut in dollar imports. More than 
half of the [951-52 dollar gap was eliminated 
by doing without some 1.409 million dollars 
worth of dollar imports. Most of these cuts 
in doilar imports were in the bulky com- 
modities such as grain, coal, cotton and 
metals. In some cases—such as grain—Europe 
managed to do without; in other cases, alter- 
native sources of supply were found—for 
example, in the case of cotton, Turkey, 
Mexico, Pakistan and Egypt. 

By comparison, Europe's exports to the 
dollar area were of minor importance in 
closing the gap. 

In-the opinion of the E.C.E. Bulletin, 
Europe has been lucky to find a stable and 
relatively favourable market.for many of her 
exports in the United States. But even so, 
the increase in dollar exports accounted for 
only a tenth of the improvement in the dollar 
balance since 1951-52, and "it would be rash 
to expect any major expansion in the future." 

Europe's ability to keep the gap closed in 
future, thinks E.C.E. will depend on two 
things: the ability of governments to main- 
tain the lower level of dollar imports, par- 
ticularly of food and raw materials; and the 
willingness of the United States to maintain 


its present off-shore purchase programme 


which provides.Europe with a much easier 
and freer dollar market than that within 
the frontiers of America. 


Although E.C.E. does not say it in so many 
words, it would seem that the dollar gap will 
stay closed for the time being, to the extent

Dr. Munro worked extra hard 
when epidemics struck in the old 
days.

And I also remember how 
hard he worked during the great 
influenza epidemic after the First 
World War.” 

The doctor has been a Liberal 
in politics all his life and he at- 
tended many meetings and rallies 
when he was younger. He was

ough Liberal Association for many 
years and also the County Asso- 
ciation and he was a good speak- 
er. Sometimes his political speech- 
es had to be shortened because of 
an emergency arising in his medi-

Dr. Munro and his wife had two 
children, a toy and a girl, and 


H the family were all prominent 


members of St. Andrew's Presby- 
terion Church, where the doctor 
is superintendant of the Sunday 
School. His wife, who was organ- 
list, died two years ago. 

Since the death of Mrs. Munro,| 
the daughter, Jean, looks after 
the household. The doctor still 
continues to practice from the 
front room of his large white 
frame house near the edge of 
the village. The doctor and his 
only grandchild, Burton, age 
13, go to Sunday school to- 
gether—the boy to learn. the 
Scriptures and the grandfather to 
serve as superintenant as he has 
done for years. 

The doctor's only. son, Hector 
Munro, is à probator of wills at 
the Parliament Buildings in Tor- 
onto. 

Although Dr. Munro was ori- 
ginally a horse-and-buggy doc- 
tor in the early days, he was the 
first in his district to own and 
|drive an automobile. During the 
past few years his daughter has 
driven the car for him. 


HAD OWN ORCHESTRA 


The daughter recalled a few 
things about her father. "Dad 
had a hard life but it has been 
a happy one,” she. said. She re- 
called the past when she was a 
little girl and her father had a 
14-piece violin orchestra which 
was the pride and joy of the War- 
saw district. She said: "I can re- 
member the Friday night prac- 
tices at our home and we all 
looked forward to them. It was 
a lot of fun.” 

The daughter said her father 
is still a good violinist and he 
likes to play his favorite Scottish 
tunes. He is also a great reader 
and an ardent radio fan. He es- 
pecially. likes to listen to hockey

When he attended Normal 
School at Ottawa, Dr. Munro was 
introduced and shook hands with 
the late Sir John A, Macdonald, 
Canada's first prime minister.

LIFE MEMBER 


Dr. Munro is highly regarded 
in the medical profession and 
some years ago was made a life 
member*of the Ontario Medical 
Association, an honor he received 
at a convention at Niagara Falls, 
Ontario. 

The doctor continues to enjoy| 
life after 50 years of medical prac- 
tice. His patients come to his of- 
fice- and some are youngsters in 
families he had attended for three 
generations. The 84-year-old 
friendly physician is short, about 
five feet, five inches, and he has 
always been a stocky, robust man. 
He is still enjoying good health 
and he only wears glasses for 
reading. He never had any spe- 
cial office hours and the same ap- 
|plies today. He will attend any- 
one at any hour. 

Needless to say, the doctor is 
highly regarded throughout the 
entire community. One farmer 
said, "Dr. Munro is a fine man, 
a very fine man." Another said: 
“He worked for the good of the 
community and he gave the same 
amount of time, service and skill 
to the poor as he did the rich." 
Another district resident said: 
“Dr, Munro is a credit to himself 
and his profession and he served 
the residents of the community 
throughout the years in a most 
splendid manner.” 

Now that Dr. Munro has com- 
pleted 50-years in the medical

Chinese Nationalists Held On Leash By U.S. Agreement 


By MARGUERITE HIGGINS 
(Special to The Examiner) 


TAIPEH, Formosa A hitherto 
undisclosed agreement has. put 
Chinese Nationalist forces as much 
on a ]eash as ever so far as 
American control is concerned, 
despite the lifting of the neutrali- 
zation ban on Formosa, it can now 
be revealed. 

This new agreement. between 
the United States and the Chinese 
Nationalists on this island, the 
essentials of which have. been 
made available to this correspon- 
dent, provides that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's forces “will not 
increase for the present time the 
tempo" of their military activities 
against Communist China without 
specific consultation and, in 
effect, prior to approval of the 
United States. 

According to diplomatie sources 
here and in Tokyo, the United 
States has taken the position that 
since it is supplying virtuslly all 
Chiang Kai-shek's military equip- 
ment it has a right to a voice, in 
how it should be used. 

Following the formal announce- 
ment in February of the end of 
prohibitions on Nationalist attacks 
against the mainland, the State 
Department in particular began 
to. worry that any increased 
activity on the part of Chiang 
K4i-shek's force of 500,000 sol- 
di¢rs, sailors and Marines 
provoke retaliatory attacks 
Formosa by the Reds.

Combination power tools are 
a distinct advantage to the home 
craftsman who operates in a 
limited space and on a limited 
budget. They enable one motor 
to power four or more machines 
built into a single, compact unit 
that occupies one small area of 
floor space. k

An alternate method is to 
trench against the old founda- 
tion to below frost line and build 
a new foundation of brick or con- 
crete-to grade line upon which 
the new veneer is supported. This 
method requires that the earth be 
firm and well packed around the 
existing foundation, since any 
filled earth might cause a future

Still another method of provid- 
ing support for the facing veneer 
is to bolt continuous non-corro- 
sive steel angle irons to the 
at, or slightly 
below, grade line, or to form a 
concrete "haunch" at the top of 
the foundation and anchored pro- 
perly thereto. If angle irons are 
used, they should never be bolted 
to the wood plate or any of the 
framing members, but only to 
the masonry foundation itself. 
The latter method of support 
should be used with caution. A 
caréful analysis of the loads to 
be applied to the angle must be 
made, particular as to their efc 
fect on the method of anchoring 
to the existig foundation wall. 
The size and spacing of the bolts 
anchoring. the angle to the wall 
must be carefully computed, tak- 
ing into consideration not only the 
loads to be carried, but also the 
bearing value of the foundation 
wall itself. In general, ‘this 
method should be confined to 
one-storey houses whose total 
wall height to the plate, does not 
exceed 14.

possible. This means full and 
tight mortar joints with com- 
plete bonding of the mortar with 
the buick.

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Bell, Book 
-And Candle: 
Witch In Love 


Time-honored notions about 
witches being hideous creatures 
with broomaticks, black cats and 
pumpkins, “were discarded by 
John van Druten when he wrote 
“Bell, Book, and Candle", the 
Broadway comedy which opens 
at the Summer Theatre next Mon- 
day. For modern audiences van 
Druten decided to conjure up 
modern witches, and his play is 
therefore inhabited with "spell- 
binders” that really belong in the 
20th century, 

The leading sorceress in "Bell, 
Book, and Candle" is Gillian, a 
glamorous witch played by Marg- 
aret Braidwood. She is young and 
alluring and líves in a well-fur- 
nished New Vork apartment on 
Murray Hill, keeping her talents 
at witching a well-kept secret 
from her neighbors. Witches were 
not recognizable as such in the 
old days, and ‘van Druten feels 
that their present-day counter- 
Parts deserve the same privacy. 

Even Gillian “familiar”, or 
witch's pet, has been modernized, 
He is not black and diabolic, but 
a cheer/ul-Siamese who mews 
contentedly, and never hisses or 
arches his back. 9 

To make other changes as 
authentic as possible, the play- 
wright selected details from the 
witch trials of history, including 
those of New England, and 
brought them up to date. Thus, 
there is a prankish nature to the 
magic indulged in by the family 
of sorcerers.in “Bell, Book, and 
Candle”.

LONDON, Ont. (CP) — Helping 
retired persons tó lead full, in- 
teresting lives is the purpose of a 
project under way here.

They" ve also learned that light 
increases the amount of ATP in 
green leaves, just as more ATP 
seems io increase the amount of 
light given off by firefly extract. 
This, say scientists on Dr. Alex- 

Hollaender's staff, promises 
answers to such questions as how 
light energy is transformed by 
green plants into chemical energy. 

And since all living things, in- 
cluding man, ultimately make use 
of the light of the sun for their 
energy, the firefly may open end- 
less possibilities for science, which 
always is looking for the answer 
to life itself. 

Already, Hollaender and his as- 
sociates have learned to use the 
same chemicals the lightning bug 
does to produce an eerie green 
glow in a test tube. 

And they've found that the 
lightning bug, as he flits around. 
nonchalantly mixes no less. than 
five chemical compounds, includ- 
ing ATP in the right proportion, 
to make him light up. 

Using the mixture, they have 
been able to measure very small 
portions of any one of the five

His rise in the newspaper 
fession was meteoric. At 23 he be- 
came city editor of the Detroit 
News. But “Bing” loved to recall 
that the boss told him don't get 
the swelled head, kid, because 
We're only putting you on because 
we haven't anybody else to take 
the job." 


EDITORIAL DIRECTOR 


After leaving the staff of the 
News, Bingay became editorial di- 
rector of the Free Press in 1930. 


Three years ago Bingay was 
seriously burned on the face, neck 
and hands at an AFL Cooks’ 
Union banquet when a flaming 
cauldron of coffee and brandy ex- 
ploded in his face. Bingay astoun- 
ded doctors by his rapid recovery 


after they had despaired of his life 

A gifted writer, Bingay was 
|widely known for his keen humor, 
withering sarcasm, and cutting in- 
vective; He also was an orator 
and in demand as a speaker at 
conventions, 

As a newspaper man he won the 
Pulitzer Prize for a series of med- 
ical articles which were cited for 
their sharp insight and brilliant 
style. 

, WIDE EXPERIENCE 

A police reporter at 17, he was 

made sports editor of the Detroit 


News at the age of 19. At 23, he 
took over the city desk. When he 


was only 29, he was promoted to 
managing editor of the News. 


In 1930 he was engaged by E. D. 
Stair, former owner and publisher 
of the Free Press, to edit the 
paper's centennial edition. Bing“ 
did such a good job that Stair ap- 
pointed him editorial director, ' 


"Bing" became supreme on the 
Free Press. He had complete 
charge of all editorial depart- 
ments. After the paper was bought 
in 1940 by John S. Knight, “Bing” 
remained editorial director, but 
with the editorial page as his 
special domain.

Hooked Rugs 
Interesting 
WI Project - 


i 

The making of hooked rugs is 
an old craft that has retained its 
popularity over the years, says 
Miss Audrey Spencer, Supervisor 
|of Homecrafts fof the Ontario 
Women's Institute Branch and 
Ho Economic Service. 

* Spencer advises that in 
planing a hooked rug, the first 
thing to consider is where it is to 
be used, It must fit the floor space 
and its colors must harmonize 
with the color scheme used in the 
room. It'is to be remembered that 
pictures of people, animals or 
landscapes are never used to walk 
upon, but may be used to advan- 
tage as wall hangings. 

A simple pattern is most attrac- 
tive, and may be repeated over 
the whole rug. A familiar example 
of thís is the boot pattern used by 
our grandmothers, when the pat- 
tern was made by tracing around 
the heel of a man's t was 
repeated over and ove ding 
the burlap.into squares and re- 
peating simple. flower shapes in 
the squares was another method 
that produced an attractive de- 
sign. The flowers were often 
copied from the women’s gardens 
or from their china.

BERLIN (NEA)—West Germans 
will vote Sept. 6, free—for the first 
time since Hitler seized power in 
1933—from pressure of dictatorship 
or ‘foreign occupation rules. 


The Bundestag elections will thus 
mark. an historic date in the life 
of the Bonn republic: 


Russia has recognized the im- 
portance of the occasion by. pro- 
posing a German peace confer- 
ence to be held within six months, 
and polishing up last year's sug- 
gestions that Germany be united 
under a provisional coalition gov 
ernment formed by Bonn and the 
East German Soviet puppet state. 
The move is widely judged by 
Western diplomats and West Ger-| 
man leaders as a calculated effort 
to influence the Sept. 6 balloting. 

Eight years after the Nazi de- 
feat in 1945, West Germany is 
rapidly emerging, from the abyss 
of war destruction to assume a 
dominant place in non-Communist 
Europe. 

There is a striking difference 
between the despairing nation I 
saw in 1945 and the busy, bustling 
and even prosperous Germans who 
wil go to the polls in September.

Garden Produce 
In Abundance 


On Farm Market 


Baskets of potatoes and toma- 
toes were in abundance on today's 
market. The tomatoes are settling 
into pickling prices with the 
average six-quart basket selling 
for 50 cents. Potatoes averaged 
between 30 and 35 cents a basket, 


General garden vegetables still 
are the major sales item. Red 
Peppers were three for 10 cents; 
green were 5 cents each; beets by 
the basket 40 to 50 cents; carrots 
were 50 cents a basket; heads of 
cabbage 10 cents each; Spanish 
|onions 5 cents each or si» for 25 
cents; cauliflower varied om 20 
to 35 cents a head; turnips 10 
cents a head and cucumbers two 
for 5 cents. 

Baskets of cucumbers varied 
from 60 to 80 cents a basket de- 
pending on size with the smaller 
pickling variety comparatively 
searce. 

A few baskets of peaches were 
selling for 75 cents and Melba 
apples for cooking or eating were 
selling at the same price. 

Corn dropped 10 cents, now sell- 
ing at 40 cents per dozen cobs, 
but the supply is still limited in 
quality and quantity. 

Eggs took a jump in price from 
last week. Grade A extra large 
80 cents, large 75 cents, medium 
72 cents and Grade A pullet were 
45 cents. Two beekeepers were 
displaying clear and cone honey. 
Honey by the jar 30 cents, four 
pounds for 95 cents and a cone 
section 50 cents. 

Chickens were selling at 55 
cents a pound, an increase of 5 
cents over last week's market, 
while capons were selling for 50 
cents a pound. Plums at 20 cents 
for a small basket were quite 
abundant and blueberríes were on 
the decline. Gladiolus were sell- 
ing for 50 cents a bunch and 
were the most numerous among 
the cut flowers displayed,

An extra 50 cents has been 
tacked on hunting licences to help 
pay for the insurance, The insur- 
ance will also cover damage 
caused by other birds and ani- 
mals. 

The new migratory bird regula- 
tions make it easier for a farmer 
to get a licence to use firearms in 
frightening the ducks. He can get 
lone almost immediately instead of 
[waiting two or three days while 
the ducks eat his crops, These 
come into effect Sept. 1.

Duncan Sandys, minister of sup- 
ply, made the statement in a re- 
view of Britain's guided missiles 
program, 

In a statement, Sandys said of 
the rockets: 

"Speed is of particularly vital 
In ofder to tackle 
bombers as fast or even faster 
than sound, and at heights above 
40,000 feet, our rockets have to 
travel at. more than 2,000. miles 
an hour. In achiéving this pro- 


nical problems of great complex- 
ity have had to be solved." 


MUST CHANGE COURSE 


He added: 

“Anti-aircraft rockets must not 
only travel] at high speed, but must 
also be able to change course rap- 
idly if the enemy bomber takes| 
evading action. I can say with con- 
fidence that no piloted aeroplane 
could hope to outmanoeuvre guided 
rockets of the types we are now 
developing.” 

“They are capable of high-speed 
twists and turns which create 
such intense strains and pressures 
as neither the human body nor| 
the wings of any aircraft could| 
withstand," the statement said. | 

In the effort to reduce weight 
and, mus to lessen strains 
on the rocket, Britain's scientists 
are turning experimentally from 
metals to plastics, Mr. Sandys said. 

"New methods have been 
evolved for móulding large plas- 
tic structures and before very long 
it may be possible to make the 
whole of the rocket's casing out of 
these light materials,” he said, 

GREAT ACCURACY 


The statement also disclosed 
that the radar beam riding version 
of the anti-aircraft rocket had 
achieved such accuracy that “even 
at long ranges these rockets can 
keep themselves within a few feet 
of the centre of the beam.” 

The homing rockets, on the 
other hand, steer themselves to- 
ward their predestined prey, he| 
said, and “the nearer they ap- 
proach the target the stronger 
their ‘scent’ becomes and the 
faster it is to ‘home’ onto it.” 

Mr. Sandys also reported «that 
rockets to be launched from 
fighter: aircraft- had “reached an 
advanced stage in development.”

MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet 
Unjon has made sweeping con- 
cessions in a new pact with East 
Germany. The Kremlin agreed to 
exchange ambassadors with the 
Soviet occupation zone, end re- 
parations after Jan, 1, cut oc- 
cupation. costs, provide additional 
economic aid and release some 
German war prisoners:

The announcement of the new 
pact closely followed a personal 
attack on Adenauer by Malenkov.

Crowd Of 1,500 Watches 
Hospital Opening Ceremony 


CAMPBELLFORD  (ENS)—A 
crowd of 1,500 watched the offi- 
cial opening ceremonies at the 
Campbellford Memorial Hospital 
on Sunday afternoon. 


Opening of the building clim- 
axed almost eight years of plan- 
ning and those who worked to- 
ward seeing the hospital finally 
opened, had their fingers crossed, 
hoping the weather-man would 
favor them, with a good day for 
the impressive ceremony that 
was planned. The weather-man 
over-did it a little, and sent aj 
blazing sun to beat down on the 
crowd which packed the grounds 
around the building. 


Chairman of the ceremonies was 
W. F, Scott, president of the board 
of directors. H. N. Carr introduced 
a number of guests, after which 
the Hon. McKinnon Phillips -ad- 
dressed the audience. He com- 
mended the hospital board on 
their ‘pay-as-you-go’ policy in 
building the institution, saying 
that the cost of the hospital per 
bed, was among the lowest, and 
that the hospital itself was the 
finest and most modern equipped 
institution of its type in the pro- 
vince, 

MAYOR REPORTS 

Campbellford's mayor, R. J. 
Locke, vice-president of the board 
of directors, gave a report on the 
hospital, outlining the trials and 
tribulations the board had to con- 
tend with during the construction 
period. Mr. Locke praised the 
efforts of a citizen's committee, 
comprised of local citizens under 
mayor J. E. Ayrhart back in 1946. 

He said the chief obstacle in the 
building of the hospital was the 
lack of money. "Due to the gen- 
erous grants from both govern- 
ments and the untiring efforts of 
the Legion, I. O. D. E., Business 
Women, Women's Institutes, Rot- 
ary and Kinsmen clubs, fraternal 
organizations, the town and sur-

private donations, what was 
thought to be an impossibility has 
become a reality,” said the mayor. 

Mr, Locke said-he thought the 
hospital would become one of the 
town's great industries. When it 
is operating fully, it will employ 
a staff of 40 to 50, He asked the 
citizens for their support in main- 
taining the hospital, and implored 
them not to relax their efforts. 

Mr. Locke presented the chair- 
man of the building committee, 
A. J. Meyers, with an engraved 
key to the building. Mr. Meyers, 
who is looked on as the ‘father’ 
of the hospital, will retain the key 
as a permanent souvenir of the 
opening ceremonies, in recognition 
of the part he played in helping 
to bring them about. Mr. Meyers 
in turn, handed the key to the 
Hon. W, A. Goodfellow, who used 
it to unlock the main door of the 
building, and declared the hos- 
pital officially open. 

The Campbellford Citizens' Band 
was in attendance, and supplied 
music for the ceremony. 

DEDICATES BUILDING 

Following the official opening, 
the Rev, John McKibbin of Christ 
Church-made a formal dedication 
address, followed by a prayer of 
dedication by the Rev. Gordon 
Whitehorne. Mrs. F. de. Frce gave 
a vocal solo, *Bless This House", 
and Tom Smith, president of 
Branch 103 of the Canadian Le- 
gion, read the names of those 
of the district who gave their lives 
in the Second World War. The 
hospital is a memorial to these 
men, and their names will appear 
on a bronze plaque in the lobby 
of the new building. 

Following the ceremony, the 
public was invited to inspect the 
hospital, and the staff of nurses 
were kept busy showing off the 
new building and its equipment. 

It is estimated that nearly 2,000 
persons went through the building 
during the afternoon.

More Wheat Than They Can 
Handle 
A bumper wheat crop 1s being har- 
vested in the United States, and Ameri- 
can farmers are worried that prices will 
fall and markets be swamped. They have 
agreed next year to reduce their wheat 


lacreage in return for a government- 


guaranteed price far higher than the 
price would be in a free market supplied 
by unrestricted crops. Further, the U.S. 
Government will tinker with import 
quotas against wheat from other coun- 
tries, Canada being one of the chief of 
these. * 

Canada, too, is harvesting a bumper 
crop, estimated to be about 550,000,000 
bushels, one of the largest in Canadian 
history. This alone would supply the 
domestic and" foreign markets abun- 
dantly, but to the current crop must be 
added 260,000,000 bushels stored in ele- 
vators throughout the country, and an 
additional 60,000,000 bushels which 
farmers left on their farms before start- 
ing to harvest the new crop. The country 
1s bulging with wheat. 4 

It 1s beautiful to have more food than 
we can éat but this condition is not so 
pretty under the lens of economic 
theory. What wil be-done with the 
huge stores of wheat? Overseas markets 
have dwindled, partly because nearly 
every European country also has a good 
grain crop. Grain export from the four 
St. ‘Lawrence ports this month is 
amounting to only a trickle. Montreal 
1s-handling-100,000.bushels a day com- 
pared with a total of 1,500,000 bushels 
in the month of July. Asian markets 
are uncertain. Canada has shipped 
wheat under the Colombo Plan—lend 
without lien. The U.S. has shipped Paki- 
stan a hundred thousand tons—tree. 

Meanwhile, this week, wheat is being 
harvested by millions of bushels all 
across Canada and elevators are already 
jammed, It is probable that. much of the 
western crop will have to lie on the 
ground over winter, as it did last year, 
there to deteriorate in quality. It is also 
probable that the western wheat bloc 
will make strong representations to Ot- 
tawa, and that the Canadian taxpayer 
will have to put out hundreds of thou- 
sands of extra dollars to support the 
price of wheat.

On The Summit 
Of Snowdon

AERNARVON, ancient capital of Wales, 
is as colourful a town as you will find 
in Europe. Its superb castle, kept in ex- 
cellent repair, stands at the water’s edge 
where the river runs into the broad sea 
strait which separates Anglesey from the 
mainland of Wales, The old town —the Ro- 
mans built Segontium near where the terrace 
of that name now stands, huddles up against 
the castle, Its narrow crooked treets curl 
and twine to and from the towers, some of 
the houses being built in the old town walls, 
which in places still stand firm.

HOUGH everybody speaks English in 
Caernarvon, the idiom is Welsh, and a 
very logical Welsh tog. I asked a busman 
where I should go to get the best view of 
the castle. “Across the Aber,” he said, 
"What's the Aber?" I asked. “The Seiont,” 
he said, "What's the Seiont, then?" I asked. 
He looked at me as though I were an idiot 
Of course, I should in the first place have 
asked him not what the Aber was but what 
Aber meant, he told me. Then he would have 
explained to me that "aber" meant "mouth", 
and that this was the mouth of the Selont 
river. 
Though a very quiet town, I found the 
mune- the cástle-forms one end of it—a 
attrap. Several streets run into it from 

behind sharp corners, so that every time 
you look at it there seems to be at least 
one pedestrian leaping for hig life, fluent 
Welsh imprecations mingling with the 
counterpoint of motorhorns. On Saturday 
nights the square seems crammed with buses 
taking home the boys and girls who have 
come in from the outlying villages for the 
evening.

ON Sunday morning I walked around the

The woman 
gave me a look which would have transfixed 
even the pachydermatous George. No drink- 
ing here on Sundays," she snapped, and flew 
off'as if I had asked her for something far 
more important. 
Going out on the bus to Llanberis that 
afternoon I talked to the bus conductor about 
all this. “It’s the chapels,” he told me. 
"They're the ones who won't let the pubs 
open on Sundays. But of course, if you join 
a club, you can drink as.much as you like, 
Sunday or no Sunday." 
He struck me as being a prétty liberal- min- 
ded kind of chap, until we began to talk about 
women drinking. *Oh, I don't like to see the 
women drinking, any place, any time," he 
said.

WHEN this broadminded lad had passed out 

of earshot, I started to talk to the man 
sitting next to me. “The only thing I object 
to about my wife drinking,” he caid, “is that 
she likes to come along to the pub with me.”

An American View: SILO 


AFTER ten months of intensive military and 

police action in Kenya, thé end of Mau 
Mau (secret terrorist society) is not yet in 
sight. Nor is there any sense of confidence 
on the part of the authorities that this re- 
bellion within the powerful Kikuyu tribe will 
be quelled promptly. Opinions about the 
duration of the emergency vary from at least 
nine months to as much as two years, or 
longer; for although the Mau Mau bands have 
been temporarily driven into a defensive 
position, the danger remains of large-scale 
attacks, which might exceed anything ex- 
perienced in the, past. 


So far the major successes have been 
achieved mainly by the Kikuyu tribesmen 
themselves. What began as an isolated re- 
sistance movement against Mau Mau—main- 
ly among Christian Africans and a number 
of important chiefs—has gro n into a signifi- 
cant force. 

The Kikuyu Guards—a purely volunteer 
home guard movement—will shortly num- 
ber 18,000. Many of them are armed with 
rifles, and more guns are on the way from 
Malaya. They operate from two hundred 
strong-points strategically placed throughout 
Kikuyuland. These consist of wooden forts 
surrounded by barbed wire entanglements, 
wide moats and an outer perimeter of dragon- 
teeth pallisades, Diagonally, at either end of 
the enclosed fortifications, are forward bas- 
tions. 

In addition to these 18,000 Kikuyu Guards 
there are now 6,000 British, Kenyan and other 
African troops, and 6,000 local Indian volun- 
teers, as well as detachments of the R.A.F. 


It is difficult to assess the strength of Mau 
Mau, for this is no ordinary war or rebellion 
with sharply defined opposing sides. 

Tribesmen are constantly changing sides— 
several Kikuyu Guard posts switched to Mau 
Mau in the earlier stages of the development 
of the resistance movement. If the Mau Mau 
bands happen to make their presence in an, 
area felt more strongly than the Government 
forces, the peasants take new Mau Mau oaths 
and change their allegiance. As soon as the 
Government forces return in strength, the 
oaths-are solemnly repudiated. Many Kikuyu 
have taken and renounced the Mau. Mau 
oath as many as six times. 

Because of the shortage of troops and the 
nature of the terrain, it is Impossible for the 
Government to spread forces thickly, enough 
to maintain itself in strength over the 2,000 
square miles of valleys, hills, forésts and 
mountains. The maintenance of overall con- 
trol can only come when Kikuyu Guards are 
effectively mobilised. 

In their hearts, no doubt, the majority of 
the Kikuyu would like to see Mau Mau win. 
At one time it captured their imagination as 
a "liberation force" which, despite its ruth- 
less methods, seemed to promise some pros- 
pect of obtaining hew lands for the land- 
hungry peasants, But, increasingly, the 
Kikuyu appear to realise that support of 
Mau Mau is not going to pay any dividends. 
On the contrary, they are beginning to suffer 
from its methods and from the strict meas- 
ures taken to deal with it,

"We will choose a calm day 
when visibility is good, take bear- 
ings on our location, and estimate 
the amount of water we can see 
around us, We will then count the 
seals, whales and walrus in the 
area, and by appiying the simplest 
mathematics, determine the popu- 
lation of that area. This procedure 
will be repeated until we have 
covered theentire bay." 

Asked about the possibility ‘ot 
commercial fishing in Hudson Bay, 
Granger replied: "There is no evi- 
dence yet of any commercial fish- 
ing here but this investigation 
should determine the value of the 
bay's: sea life and the federal gov- 
ernment will no doubt base their 
decisions on our estimation.”

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Are 2D 
mavies doing a fade-out? 

That's a prime question in Holly- 
wood these days. The film indus- 
iry is wondering if the 3D films 
—the ones give a depth illus- 
ion with the e of polarized 
glasses—have lost their favor with 
the public, Here is the evidence: 

Of the 12 top money making 
pictures this week, none is a 3D 
film. , 

Of the 27 features being made 
by Hollywood companies this week, 
only five are in 3D. 

This is in contrast to a few 
months ago, when 3D films dom- 
inated the box office winners and 
comprised the majority of pictures 
being made. 

Perhaps the proof of the 3D 
situation will be provided with 
MGM's “Kiss Me Kate," The pic- 
ture will be shown in two com- 
parable cities, one in Texas and 
one in northern New York. One 
theatre will show it in 3D with 
glasses and the other show it flat 
without glasses. Business will be 
compared to see if the added 
dimension draws added money. 


GIMMICK PICTURES 


Variety reports "there has been 
general agreement that the deepies 
released so far. have been more 
jor less gimmick pictures, quickly 
assembled to cash in on the 
[nove'ty value of 3D. The novelty 
aspects, it's acknowledged, have 
been largely dissipated, and the 
public will no longer go for a 3D 
film simply because it’s in tri- 
dimensions.” 

But will the public go for well- 
made pictures in 3D? The “Kiss 
Me Kate“ experiment will possibly 
prove that. 

Milton Gunsberg. who. started 
the stereo cycle with his natural 
vision, thinks 3D is here to say.

No great picture has yet been 
made in 3D. Dramatically it has 
not yet been used properly, No test 
short of that will decide the fate 
of the new medium. 

"Some people have received eye- 
strain from the pictures because 
they have been poorly projected. 
If projected properly, 3D is good 
for the eyes and good for story 
telling. The public likes it. There 
will always be a place for 3D in 
film programming." 

Another argument for the anti- 
3D forces is the business done by 
"From Here to Eternity" at the 
New York capital. The first week's 
|gross was $171,000, a new world's 
record for a film without a stage 
show. The picture is flat and in 
black and white. 

"That only proves that pictures 
of quality do not need anything 
added," counters Gunsberg.

Medical examiner Andrew D. 
Guthrie said five slugs from a .22 
calibre target pistol entered the di 
Rocco girl's body—in the heart, 
the head, jaw, abdomen and left 
wrist. 

In addition, he said, there was a 
slash on the girl's throat as if 
made by a razor or a sharp knife. 


Heavy motor oil had been poured 
over the girl' body and news- 
papers and a magazine placed 
around it had been set ablaze. 


Police said the motor oil did not 
catch fire because it burns only 
under extremely high tempera, 
ture. 

Robert di Rocco, 17, another 
brother of the victim, was at- 
tracted t othe cellar by the smell 
of smoke when he arrived home. 

Robert said he passed Miss Mc- 
Donald on his front steps and 
chatted a few minutes before he 
entered. 

He said she appeared calm as 
she strode away from the house.

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Prefab Housing For Grain 
Popular Among Albertans 


EDMONTON (CP) — Prefabri- 
cated housing is popular on Al 
berta farms this year not t pem 
ilies but for an indicated 
wheat erop. much of which they ex- 
pect to have to store, themselves, 

With the big crop coming on the 
heels of last 2 record Canadian 
harvest, and terminals and country 
elevators still bulging with old 
grain, farmers also are giving 
last-minute water-proofing to 2 lot 
of dilapidated, weather - beaten 
buildings they never expected to 
use again. 

Old horse barns, chicken coops, 
machinery sheds and abandoned 
houses are being readied for stor- 
age. Lofts originally built over 
barns for storing hay will take in 
wheat. The golden kernels also will 
occupy spare bedrooms. In some 
Cases, they'll fill empty town build- 
ings and even hangars that housed 
wartime training planes. 

GOOD BUSINESS 


Government officials report sev- 
eral lumber vcs sia are doing 


a good trade in prefabs, roofed 
veneer -and plywood structures 
costing an average $300. They 
house about 1,500 bushels of grain. 

Where there are no make-shift 
buildings to take the grain and 
where elevator space is at a prem- 
fum, the wheat, oats and barley 
will be piled on the ground at the 
mercy of the weather. 

Farmers will be allowed at the 
outset to deliver to elevators a 
quota of three 
once the harvest beging. But these 


acre are harvested in a rush of 
about two weeks or so. 

Thus, the three-bushel delivery 
quota is just a drop in the bin 
compared ‘with the total crop. In 
many cases, plugging elevators 
won't be able to accommodate even 
that from. all the farms in their 
areas.

of Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, 
where the first trickle of harvest- 
ing has begun, elevator agents and 
farmers agree that much of the 
1953 crop will just have to be piled 
on the ground. That was the case 
last year with more than 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat in the rich Leth- 
bridge grain belt. . 

Farmers haven't provided them- 
selves with anywhere near enough 
storage space, because in the past 
they regularly counted on line ele- 
vators taking all their grain and 
moving it to markets within five 
or six months of the harvest. 

The provincial agriculture de- 
partment is recommending that 
farmers pile no more than 3,000 
bushels of wheat in one heap, say- 
ing that 1,000-bushel piles are more 
satisfactory. Last year some piles 
reached 9,000 bushels, at a height 
of about 10 feet, and piles of 5,000 
bushels were common.

loss of grades and infestations of 
rusty grain beetles. 

In the dry-land Medicine Hat 
area, where well above, average 
wheat yields of 20 bushels an acre 
are anticipated, it is expected that 
upwards of 80 per cent of the har- 
vest will have to be held on the 
farms — until the wheat board 
raised the delivery quota and until 
there is more elevator space. 

At last report, there were 23,- 
282,000 bushels of wheat still stored 
in line elevators. Wheat still 
held by Lethbridge-area farmers 
could fil the available elevator 
space more than four times—with- 
out even considering the 1953 crop. 

As an indication of how the situ- 
ation has worsened, line elevators 
had space available last fall for 
about 12,000,000 bushels of grain 
while still holding only 12,414,000 
bushels in storage; and only 1, 
592,000 bushels was still in farm- 


ers' hands when the 1952 harvest 
began.

YMCA History: 
Outlined 
To Rotary Club 


A hisory and analysis of YMCA 
activities since that association's 
founding, June 1844, was the topic 
of discussion at the Rotary lunch- 
eon, Monday. ` 


“The movement (YMCA) start- 
ed in London, England, 
George Williams organized eleven 
other young drapery workers to 
influence young men to spread 
the Redeeers Kingdom among 
those by whom they were sur- 
rounded,” said Jim McClenaghan, 
Pu of the five speakers for the 

ay. 

The title "Young Men's Chris- 
tian Assocation’ was orjginated by 
Christopher Smith, e of the 
original 12 members, at their fifth 
meeting July 4, 1844, The associ- 
ation spread to Europe, Germany 
specifically, in 1848 and to North 
America in 1851, first being astab- 
lished in Moritreal. 


Spreading of Christian princi- 
ples, not dogma, is the basic 
function of the YMCA, and the 
effect of the associaton is now 
world .wide with a membership 
of more than 2,000,000 

The 'Y' program of health and 
physical education is its "best 
known function. The invention of 
basketball and volleyball, learn- 
to-swim and the  life-saving 
campaigns are among the 
accomplishments of the YMCA. 
"The 'Y" founded many of the 
first vocational training schools 
and junior colleges, established 
colleges for the training of work- 
ers in the field of social work. 
Its outward manifestation in the 
form of program activities and 
methods does change and develop 
as its knowledge grows." 


HERE IN 1868 


P. M. McCarrell touched on 
the subject of local development 
from 1868. “A well-balanced pro- 
gram is provided for boys the 
year round and includes such fea- 
tures as graded physical and 
swimming programs, club work, 
handicrafts and camping experi- 
ence. Two camps are provided 
—the one on Clear Lake— and a 
‘stay-at-home camp, for the lads 
whose home circumstances re- 
quire that they. remain in. the 
city. Floor hockey, handball 
and squash courts along with 
volley-ball, basketball gymnas- 
tics, body-building and swimming 
provide the majority with health- 
ful entertainment." 

"In the business men's club, 
special individual instruction on 


health exercises, diet, rest and 
recreation is provided, The new 
steam room has proven quite 
popular for those unable to join 
in the usual physical program." 


OTHER SPEAKERS 


Other speakers were Ken 
Kingston, Ald. John A. Dewart 
and Jasper Humphrey who dealt 
with theWar Service Work, World 
Service Work and Present Na- 
tional trends, respectively. 

Mr. Humphries stated that the 
*Y's poliices did not change fund- 
amentally with time but that they 
were flexible and adapted them- 
sejves to environment. 

Changes in the pattern of urban 
life gue to the growth of cities 
which resulted in greater distance 
between the young man's home 
and the central districts had to 
be compensated for.

Australia In Favorable Position 


To Sell Wheat To Dollar-Shy Places 


LONDON (Reuters) — Australia, 
currently caught up in the world 
wheat glut, is in a favorable posi- 
tion to find customers among coun- 
tries which want to buy wheat 
without spending dollars. 

In the new international wheat! 
season which started Aug. 1, her 
sales-on the export market have 
been lower than those of North 
America. 

Up to mid-August, Australia had 
sold only 78,000 metric tons under 
the international wheat. agree- 
ment. Up to the corresponding date 
last year, she had sold 327,000 
tons, excluding Britain, or 657,000 
including Britain. 

This is an even pooter showing 
than Canada, which up to mid- 
August this year had sold 280,000 
tons compared with 719,000 or 776,- 
000 including Britain in the same 
period last year. The Australian 
figures are also poorer than those 
of the United States, which are 
237,000 tons up to mid-August this 
year, compared with 839,000 or| 
870,000 a year ago. 

EARLY DAYS 

But these are early days for 
Australia, whose own wheat year 
does not start until December. 

The general pattern of world 
wheat prices favors Australia. As 
long as United States export prices 
are linked—even if only elastically 
—to the high internal support price, 
Canada can keep her share of the 
market by underselling the United 
States by a few cents a bushel. 

Australia and the other non-dol- 
lar sellers do not have to undercut | 
the United States .export price. 
Countries that want to save dollars 
have generally been willing to pay 
slightly more for non-dollar wheat.| 

The other card in Australia’s) 
hand is that her carryover of old! 
crop wheat shows no such spec- 
taculat increase as in the other 
three major exporting countries, 
the United States, Canada and Ar- 
gentina. 

SMALLER CROP 

Total supply this season in the 
United States and Canada is much 
larger than last season. In Aus- 
tralia it may be smaller han last 
season. 

But Australia has chronic trouble 
with her federal constitution, At 
the moment one of the six states is 
out of line on the question of the 
internal wheat price. 

Her advantage as a seller for 
sterling is weakened by stetling 
having also become a scarce cur- 
rency over much of the world. 
Some importing countries, Japan 
for example, are shorter of sterl- 
ing than of dollars, and so have 
no incentive to pay more for sterl- 
ing wheat. 

It is further weakened by Brit-

SELLS SOFT WHEAT 
Australia's particular trouble is 
that she is an exporter only of

ut happens to be a glut of soft 
wheat. At present, without ap- 
proaching Australia, Britain could 
buy soft wheat at low prices from 
Romania, Bulgaria, Sweden, Ar- 
gentina and Denmark, and there 
is a fantastic glut of soft wheat in| 
the United States. 

Britain does not want any of it, 
having far too much soft wheat 
in her own crop and in the govern- 
ment stocks. What Britain races 
want is the hardest grades of Ca- 
nadian wheat—and the Canadian 
wheat board is not willing to sell 
them in the way the British buy- 
ers want the wheat, 

If the international wheat cartel 
did break down, Australia would 
become even more dependent on 
wool. If the United States released 
its surplus of soft red wheat for 
export at whatever price it would 
bring, no soft wheat in the world 
would bring.very much. Rye is a 
portent. Throughout much of the 
post-war period rye has sold 
dearer than wheat. Last week-end 
it fell below $1 a bushel. 

From the viewpoint of the Brit- 
ish importer, both Canada and 
Australia appear to handicap them- 
selves by imposing rigid differen- 
tials between the various grades ol 
wheat. 

While soft wheats are almost 
unsalable, hard wheats are in Keen| 
demand—because without an ad- 
mixture of hard wheats it is diffi-

nounced last week it was prepared 
to spend ''about 25 to 30 million 
dollars in the islands," laid waste 
by a series of destructive quakes 
that began two weeks ago. 

The warnings of the possible new 
crisis came as Gen. Dimitrios 
Iatrides, chief of Greek rescue op- 
erations, announced that an esti- 
mated 130,000 persons were home- 
less after the quake disaster. 

The death toll has not been of- 
ficially determined but the most 
reliable estimates place it around 
1,000. ‘Hundreds of other persons 
were. injured. 

Minor earth tremors have con- 
tinued daily since the initial shocks. 
Although not strong, the tremors 
add to the islanders’ fears that 
big quakes will come again, 

Iatrides reported that 60 per cent 
of the survivors, or 78,000 persons, 
now were housed in 4,175 tents. 
He eclared that “another 5,000 
tents will take care of all needs."

Guided Missiles 
Protect U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Guided 
missiles will protect key centres 
of population and Industrial areas 
in the United States as part of 
the army's defence system. 


Although it was announced last 
March that work was. starting on 
the setting up of guided missile 
anti-aircraft units, no details have 
been divulged on how far along 
the work has progressed, or in 
what areas it has been undertaken. 


It has become known that the 
army will require an average of 96 
acres for a battalion using the 
Nike guided missile to protect cit- 
ies against any swift, high-flying 
enemy bombers. 


The 1,000-mile-an-hour missile is 
generally supposed to have these 
features: 


An overall length of about 20 
feet, a body diameter of approx- 
imately 18 inches. Fins which con- 
trol its flight, similar to those of 
an airplane, are about three feet 
in span, The total weight is about 
10,000 pounds. 


The missile presumably is driven 
by the thrust generated from the 
burning of two types of liquid fuel. 


Without indicating it was refer- 
ring to the Nike, the army said 
nearly a year ago that “enemy 
planes can dive, climb, bank, side- 
slip or turn tail, but the army's 
new weapons still will knock them 
out of the skies,” 


Some of the launchers for the 
missiles will be in underground 
installations. 

The army has said the Nike can 
be fired day or night in any kind 
of weather and can successfully 
attack enemy aircraft and missiles 
travelling at supersonic speeds. 


*"Thus," the army said" the mis- 
slle provides a valuable supple- 
ment to the army's skysweeper 
anti-aircraft guns which are prim- 
arily for defence against low al- 
titude air attacks.“

The CCF fight to have Quebec 
and Newfoundland divorces- han- 
dled by the Exchequer Court has 
been led by Stanley KNowles, the 
United Church clergyman from 
Winnipeg North Centre. 

Mr. Knowles, M. J. Coldwell, 
CCF leader, and other members of 
the Socialist group have frequently 
described the manner in which 
Parliament considers divorce peti- 
tio nsas a “blot on Canada." They 
have complained that the petitions 
receive insufficient consideration 
and that the granting of divorce 
is a job for the courts. 

The CCF's last attempt to place 
Quebec and Newfoundland divor- 
ces under the jurisdiction of the 
Exchequer Court failed on Jan. 23, 
1953, at the last session. Mr. 
Knowles' bill was defeated on sec- 
ond reading without a recorded 
vote. 

MEET OBJECTION 


Mr. Knowles said during the de- 
bate that his bill would meet one 
major objection raised by mem- 
bers from the two provinces, who 
have steadfastly opposed the es- 
tablishment of divorce courts 
within their borders. 

During the last Parliament, 1,478 
divorces were granted to couples 
in Newfoundland and Quebec. This 
was an increase of 369 compared 
with the 1,109 approved in the 20th 
Parliament which sat from 1945 to 
1949. 

Divorces processed by Parlia- 
ment have risen steadily since 1937 
when the number granted was 46. 

The number reached a high of 
350 during the two sessions held 
in 1949. In 1950, they eased to 240, 
but rose to 294 in 1951 and 312 
in 1952. During the 1953 session 
the number declined to 282.

Divorce petitions are introduced 
in the Senate in the form of bills. 
They receive first reading and 
are refer to one of the two Sen- 
ate divorce committees.

With Soviet 
Amendment First 
UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 


(AP)—Russia today came up 
with a parliamentary man- 


oeuvre to force the UN to vote 


first on the Soviet proposal 
for inviting six fighting countries 
and nine “neutrals” to the Ko- 


rean peace conference. 


The Soviet move came as the 


general assembly's 60-nation pol- 


itical committee began discussing 


in detail a half-dozen resolutions 
dealing with the Korean problem. 


Voting was expected to begin 
tomorrow. 


Soviet delegate Andrei Vishinsky 
had put in a revised proposal only 
yesterday listing the 15 countries 
Russia wants to seat at the con- 
ference. But under normal voting 
procedure, this would be voted on 
last since it was the last resolution 
submitted. 


Vishinsky, however, submitted 
his list again this morning in the 
fórm of an amendment to a resolu- 
tion sponsored by the United States 
and 14 other countries that fought 
for the UN in Korea. 


The latter proposal, recommend- | 


ing that all the fighting countries 
be invited to the conference, had 
been introduced first and had prio- 
rity in the voting. But assembly 
rules provide that amendments 
must be voted first. This means 
the Soviet list would be put ahead 
of the Unitéd States-spónsored pro- 
posal.

OW tit the election is over, it can be 
récommended, without thought of partis- 
anship, that three of the national parties 
give further consideration — and effect — to 
their titles.

Sherpas May 
Have Climbed 
Out Of A Job 


WASHINGTON-—Sherpa tribes- 
men of the Nepalese Himalayas 
' achieved sudden fame when one 
Of their number recently scaled 
Mt. Everest, but they may have 
worked themselves out of a job. 

Among this mountein-dwelling 
tribes, centred in a 13,000-foot- 
high valley near the Tibert bor- 
der, mountain climbing is the 
chief profession, says the National 
Geography Society. For 50 years 
Sherpas have served as porters on 
Himalayan’ expeditions, under 
English, Swiss, French, Italian, 
Japanese and Hindu leaders, With 
Everest finally conquered, the 
hillmen may wonder if full-scale 
assaults on the world’s highest 
peak will continue, í 

CARRY GREAT LOADS 


Unlike Swiss guides in the Alps 
the Sherpas’ main duty is to carry 
provisions to high altitudes. Nor- 
mally-they-carry 60 pounds each, 
but they are capable of packing 
100 pounds or more, even over 
difficult ground. They also put up 
tents, prepare meals and perform 
other camping chores. One exped- 
ition may require 300 or more 
porters. 

A porter's pay averages 45 cents 
a day. Those who carry to the 
higher slopes are rewarded with 
coveted “snow bonuses.” Sirdars, 
or head porters, such as Tenzing 
Norkey who reached the top of 
Everest, earn slightly more than 
a dollar a day. Each Sherpa who 
carries loads to a height of 25,- 
600 feet or above is called “tig- 
er.” P g 

Sherpa means “man from the 
East.“ Migrating from eastern 
Tibet to Nepal , centurles ago, 
Sherpas are concentrated in the 
Khumbu district, some 20 miles 
south of Everest. A narrow gorge 
connects the Khümbu valley with 
southern Nepal. To the east and 
west the district is flanked by im- 
passable mountains, To the north 
lies the main Himalayaa  rarge 
between Everest and Cho Oyu, 
pierced only by the 19.000-foot- 
high Nangpa pass. 

Through this ice-bound-pass — 
believed to be the highest pass 
on any trade route in the world 
—Sherpas laden with packs of 
rice, cloth and manufactured 
goods trek to Tingri, Tibet to 
barter for salt, wool ana yaks. 
Their early training in shoulder | 
ing heavy loads at high altitudes 
equips them for latter exp dition 
duty 

Namche Bazar, the leading 
Sherpa’ community, straddles a 
10,000-foot-high ridge. Inhabitants 
of its 30 whitewashed, twc-storled 
stone houses plant potatoes on the 
precipitous slopes, and tend yaks, 
sheep and goats in higher pas- 
tures. 

in regent years, many Sherpa 
families have moved to Darjecl- 
1:4 India, where they have estab- 
livnea a small cony. Darjeeling 
in the 5iraalayan loothills, Is the 
starting point for many expedi- 
tions, 

waerpas are Buddhists. They, 
have their own language but also 
speak Tibetan. Their dress is 
similar to that of their Tibetan 
neighbours. They wear embroid- 
ered boots, thick brown wool 
coats— slug around the waist 
like bath towels in warm weath- 
er—and gold-colored cloth hats 
with fur flaps to protect ears and 
face. 

Many men sport long black pig- 
tails, sometimes artifically:length- 
ened with yak hair. Women usual- 
ly wear gaily colored aprons, and 
some sport small black patches on 
their foreheads to ward away 
headaches. 

Expedition leaders report that 
the Sherpa's most invaluable 
quality, outrating even his carry- 
ing. ability, is an extraordinary 
gaiety of spirit. His even tem- 
perament and keen sense of hum- 
or make him easy to deal with 
and to live with on expeditions,

Depreciate, 
Funds Doubled -

STOCKHOLM (OFNS) — “I 
want to help dreamers who find 
it difficult to get on in life. 

erg such as possess the gift 
of poetry, but are unknown to the 
many, or misunderstood by them, 
meditative young research work- 
ers who are on the very threshold 
of a great discovery in physics, 
chemistry or medicine, but lack 
the means to achieve it.” 

Alfred Bernhard Nobel, the 
Swedish multi-millionaire, -who 
invented dynamite, said that to a 
friend a few months before his 
death in Paris in 1896. And Nobel, 
when he died, left a fortune of 
thirty-one million Swedish 
crowns, stipulating that “the in- 
terest accruing from it shall be 
annually awarded in. prizes to 
those who have most materially 
contributed to the benefit of man- 
kind during thc preceding year." 

There are five prizes—for medi- 
cine, physics, chemistry, literature 
and peace. When the first awards 
were made, in 1801, each of the 
winners received a fortune of 151 
thousand crowns—equal, say, to 
a senior university professor's sal- 
ary for thirty years. This was suf- 
ficient to “give a position of com- 
plete independence” to their 
work,” as Nobel had planned. But 
this year, although the funds of 
the Nobel foundation have almost 
doubled, and although each win- 
ner will receive the highest prize 
money yet awarded by the found- 
ation — roughly 175 thousand 
crowns—the sum is no longer suf- 
ficient to maintain that “position 
of complete independence.” The 
Nobel funds have been invested 
in gilt-edged securities, in safe 
industrial shares and remunera- 
tive properties; but general ‘mone- 
tary depreciation has so diminish- 
ed their actual purchasing power 
that this years’ prizes will be 
equal to a professor's salary for 
only about eight years. 


REINVEST CAPITAL 


To counteract this gradual in- 
flation, half the capital had al-| 
ready been reinvested in securi- 
ties and industrial shares where 
worth is likely to increase in line 
with the steady increase in living 
costs. Thus there is a steadily 
rising prize sum—yet one which 
is never sufficient to make up for 
the between-the-war losses, when 
inflation and high taxes made 
large inroads into the fund. , 

Since 1946, the Nobel Founda- 
tion can operate tax-free. But as 
yet there are many hindrances to 
overcome in interpreting the ori- 
ginal legal stipulations before the 
administrators can make further 
chanees in placing the capital. 

Griticism has been levelled 
against the way in which prizes 
are awarded. Some people were 
disappointed that the Nobel Peace 
Prize Committee in Oslo last year 
could not find any one person 
or institution in the world worthy 
of-a prize. From a Spanish liter- 
ary congress came severe critic- 
ism of the fact that Spanish au- 
thors had for long been neglected, 
and that “political considerations” 
may influence the awards. "From 
America came comolaints that 
too many unimportant writers had 
been honoured at the cost of liter- 
ary "giants" 

But in general the world ac- 
cepts the Nobel prize decisions 
—to say nothing of the winners 
themselves, for whom it means 
perhaps a chance to re-equip a 
laboratory, or to travel. 

Yet Alfred Nobel — who was 
born 120 years ago this October— 
might find, if he were still alive, 
that (apart from the diminished 
values) the awards do not always 
turn out as he intended. Many 
of the prize-winners already have 
considerable incomes. It is not the 
poor and struggling poet who is 
given stimulation and security, not 
the budding young scientist stand- 
ing on the brink of an epoch- 
making discovery but lacking the 
funds to complete his research. 
Nor does (or should, under pre- 
sent circumstances) 
prize go to the one "who has 
done most to promote the forma- 
tion and increase of peace con- 
gresses,” as Nobel stipulated in 
his last will—which is so vague 
and so full of contradictory mean- 
ings that compromises were ine- 
vitable, when it was being exe- 
cuted. - 

The administrators of the funds 
and the learned Swedes and Nor- 
wegians who try every year to 
select the best man for the awards 
are undoubtedly doing their best. 
It is not an easy task. The trend 
of world affairs had mot been ex- 
actly what Nobel envisaged, 
Values—not only financial ones— 
have shifted. To set things right

They benefit- 
ted greatly from learning the art 
of self-defence. By fighting in the 
ring under proper supervision they 
would develop manliness, charac- 
ter and ability to meet adversity 
in clean, healthy competition. 


Lock replied that school boy 
boxers were not immune from 
injury. Medical evidence was that 
young people were particularly vul- 
nerable to brain damage. There 
was little to show that boxing was 
of special value in developing the 
manly virtues as compared with 
other sports. It followed up as a 
post-school activity it not infre- 
quently resulted in ifijuries that 
made the boxer incapable of ac- 
cepting the responsibilities of lea- 
dership.

ATHENS, Greece — (OFNS) 
Greek reactions to the recent 

earthquake disasters have been 
those of a community which is re- 
signed to disaster, At first on that 
fatal Wednesday, it appears that 
the actual inhabitants of the strick-| 
en islands were almost incapable 
of any action at all.

He was asking about it again 
the other day: whither goes it 
and why? Also, why doesn't the 
city make use of it? Is it a grat- 
uity to the contractors doing the 
paving or a responsibility on them 
to clear it away? 


Those were some of the Rehill 
questions, It was at the meeting 
of the sanitation committee with 
Ald. W. J, Beggs presiding. 

IMPROVE SITE 

Ald. Rehill was thinking out 
loud in this vein. “We bought pro- 
perty in North Monaghan for in- 
dustrial sites, a provision for the 
future of the city. Recently, our 
doubts have been confirmed about 
the subsoil of parts of that area. 
Why couldn't we use as fill in 
that acreage the gravel and other 
road top metal that is skimmed 
off roads that are marked for 
permanent paving?" 


Or, by some custom in street 
paving jobs, does the removable 
top go to the contractor? And 
what good 1s it to him? 


In the proposed purchase from 
Archie Patterson of land for gar- 
bage disposal on the north side 
of the C. P. R, and. west of the 
gravel pit, there might be somé 
soi] materia] that could be haul- 
ed a comparatively short distance 
to the industrial property. 


Apparently, Ald. Rehill was in- 
dicating that improvement of that 
land, bought by the city, appeared 
to be more than a possibility; that 
some planning to that end could 
bes done; and thereby the value 
of the public land could be en- 
banced, and made more suitable 
for industrial purposes, 


Actually, the discussion hardly 
reached the stage of use of the 
city land off Erskine Ave. and 
strategically situated between the 
two railways. That was the trend 
it was taking, with the likelihood 
that it will be continued from that 
point at some early session. 


What Ald. Rehill was saying 
was to the effect that the city 
has a large acreage that could 
be improved, and should be, and 
that each summer there is mater- 
ial which naturally blends into the 
soil of the industrial property.

Kouwenhoven of Chilliwack, B.C, 
in the Christian Science Monitor) 


UST after coming home from a motor 
trip across Canada, all the’ way from 
Ottawa, Ontario, to Chilliwack, British Co- 
lumbia,-it ‘was rather ‘amusing to read the 
article of June 26 by your Ottawa staff cor- 
respondent, in which he elaborates on the 
impossibility of such a trip. 


We did not find, as your correspondent put 
it, "the vacant spot in northern Ontario 
where he (the motorist) must either call 
upon a railway to ship his car by freight to 
the nearest spot where there is a roadway, 
or make a detour through the United States.” 
On the contrary, we found good gravel roads 
all through northern Ontario leading over 
North Bay, Cochrane and Hearst, all the way 
to Port Arthur and farther on to Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. 


With the exception of a few rough spots, 
the roads from Winnipeg to Regina and from 
there to Calgary are in fairly good shape. 
The roads from: Calgary to Banff and all 
through the Kootenay Valley are in excellent 
condition. The only rough spot we encount- 
tered was the 40-mile stretch through the 
Cascades, between Rossland and Grandforks, 
leading over two mountain summits which 
require the skill and patienoe of a careful 
driver. 


Roads leading to Pentiction, B.C, are in 
excellent shape and the ^ Hope-Princeton 
Highway is known as the best highway in

South Koreans and Americans:

Mass.

Reilly and Vadala said they and 
43 other men in Camp 1 were told 
they were going to a "readjust- 
ment camp" because the Reds 
"were afraid he would be a bad in- 
fluence ‘pn the others.” 

They were taken to a separate 
camp near the main Camp 3. 

Finally, on Aug. 16, about three 
weeks after the truce was signed, 
they were told they would be re- 
patriated.

OTTAWA (CP)-—A survey of Cat- 
ada's northernmost shores has 
turned up a bonénza of relics from 
three long-ago Arctic expeditions, 
including one of the last missing 
pieces of Admiral R. E. Perry's 
famous north pole flag. 


The relics were displayed at 3 


press conference Wednesday by 
two government scientists just re- 
turned from four months explora- 
tion of the bleak north coast of El- 
lesmere Island, 500 miles from the 
north pole.

From a rotting tent they recov- 
ered tattered clothing, flimsy sleep ` 
ing bags, a medical kit and a tiny 
prayer book—equipment that con- 
trasted sharply with the warm, 
modern clothing of this year’s ex- 
plorers who reported “no trouble” 
on their dangerous travels.

Ellesmere Island 600) 
miles from the north pole in search 
of scientific information. Their ex- 
pedition is a forerunner of #

Hattersley-Smith ts trying to find 
the answer to a problem which 
has puzzled scientists for decades: 
Why are 39 islandsc omposed en- 
tirely of ice’ and sometimes 20 
miles long and 10 wide, floating 
abeut in the Arctic ocean? 
Blackadar is making soil and 
tock tests on Ellesmere, prepara- 
tory to a geological mapping of 
the island which may bring new 
mineral strikes in Canada’s north- 
land. 

Although both men are engaged 
in wha? DRB calls "purely scien- 
titie work! —work in-which the im- 
mediate aim is the gathering of 
undramatic scientific information— 


the expedition already has made 


one discovery, tinged with ro- 


mance. 

They found a cairn on Cape 
Columbia mountain on Ellesmere 
Island built by Admira] Peary in 
1906, It contained records left by 
Peary and a piece of the silk en- 
sign which three years later: he 
flew at the north pole. The records 
were copied and then replaced in 
the cairn. The copies Wil be. 
brought to Ottawa when the two 
scientists return in the fall. 

EXPLORED IN 1906 

Admiral Peary made an explora- 
tion of the north shore of Elles- 
mere three years before he made 
the 40-mile-a-day trek over Arcti 
ocean ice floes to the pole. , 

Asked why Hattersley-Smith is 
trying to find the source of the ice- 
islands, a DRB official quoted 
reply given by George Leigh-Mal- 
lory, killed on Mount Everest in 
1924, when he was asked why he 
climbed a mountain. 

The mountaineer replied: Be- 
cause it's there." 

The ice islands don't do any 
harm--they are too far from the 
sea lanes to trouble shipping, In- 
formation brought back by Hatters- 
ley-Smith will have no practical 
application in the immediate fu- 
ture 


Scientists think the islands may| 


be chunks broken free from the 
Ellesmere ice shelf. Once free, the 
islands appar to drift indefinitely 
about the Arctic ocean. 

The source of the shelf itself is 
a mystery. 

Scientists say it may be a glacier 


10,000 years old. Or it may ha 
resuted from several glacii 4 
pushing out to sea from Ellesmere 
and coalescing. Or again, it mag 
have been formed by an accumu = 
lation of snow on sea ice. m 

At any rate, the experts say. 
there it sits, apparently giving 
birth every so often to a new ice- 
island which starts its career k 
wandering about the Arctic at the © 
mercy of wind and tide. < 

The U.S. Air Force is using one > 
of the islands as a weather sta- 
tion. For two years, air force 
meteorologists. have been making ^ 
observations from one of the is. © 
lands as it floats about the north» < 
ern ocean. - 

The U.S, Air Force flew Hatters- 
ley-Smith and Blackadar to Green- 
land in early May, There the planeg — 
picked up two Eskimos and two 
dog teams and set the party down 
at Alert, a Canadian defence de- 
partment outpost on Ellesmere 
land. i 

Accompanied by the Eskimos, - 
the two men ‘set out from Alert, 
the most northerly settlement in 
North America, east along the 
north shore of the island to the. 
ice shelf. 

They set up bases at intervals 
along the shelf, caching parts of 
their 7,500 pounds of supplies and 
dog-food at each, 

The two men are wearing stand- 
ard Canadian Army Aretie cloth- 
ing, sleeping in tents and doing 
their cooking by means of “canned 
heat.” The Eskimos are wearing 
their native fur garments.

The tables are crowded again, 
this time with tourists made cur- 
ious by the movie, Moulin Rouge. 
But Toulouse-Lautrec, the crippled 
little artist in the big bowler hat, 
would scarcely recognize the Mou- 
lin Rouge today 

The eight dancers work hard at 
the can-can, the old kick and split 
routine, as well as another nostal- 
gic effort called the frou-frou 

When they're done, they gö 
straight home, to their husbands. 
In Toulouse-Lautrec's day, they 
would hang around, sharing tables 
with love-hungfy artists or danc- 
ing with top-hatted, heavily-mous- 
tached gentry. 

ALL- NIGHT PARTIES 

The old Moulin Rouge used to 
invite all-night participation of the 
customers in community dancing, 
interrupted only to admire the 
flashing feet or contagious laughter 
of La Goulue, Jane Avril, Clara 
Ward, Sara Brown and La Sylphe. 
They were the girls who- brought 
kings to the Montmartre, incognito. 

La Goulue was the best known. 
Round-faced and  cat-eyed, she 
scandalized Paris nightly by lifting 
up her crinkly black dress and 
many petticoats and revealing 
shapely legs encased in black silk 
stockings made more exciting by 
white arrows rushing up the seams. 

Actually, she was short and far 
from slinky, but the beguiling smile 
under the straight line of hair 
which crowded down into her eye- 
lashes made the dukes and cabinet 
ministers of the time think other- 
wise, 

Today, the Moulin Rouge does 
not develop such stars, The tourists 
watch the dancers and the fire- 
eaters and the acrobats and the 
comics and then go home. 

The old gas lights, spindly col- 
umns and balconies are gone. The 
tone is big and brassy. About 100 
tables crowd around a tiny dance 
floor. Overhead a striped canvas 
roof billows down from the large 
bar at the rear. 

OPENED IN 1889 

Three television-like screens now 
flash on cartoons and sketches of 
the early part of the century. Here 
and there are old posters and 
Toulouse-Lautrec prints..But like 
the old lady in search of a second 
childhood, the Moulin Rouge can't 
quite recapture its old zest with 
powder and paint. 

The original night club was 
opened in 1889. Europe enjoyed 
peace, Paris was in a festive mood 
for the great exposition and an 


‘engineer named Eiffel was building 


a huge iron tower on the Champs 
de Mars. 

Moulin Rouge remained a fav-| 
orite spot for Europe's upper crust 
uhtil it burned in 1915, It re-opened 
in 1924, closed.in 1935, and stayed 
shuttered until 1951, when George 
France; who used to run a music 
hall featuring Apache dances, 
brought it back to life. 

It didn't click for a while. Prices 
were high and entertainment only 
so-so. Then came the movie, just 
ahead of the Coronation year influx 
of tourists. 

France saw his chance. He drop- 
ped prices and customers started 
to queue up. You can get in for 
300 francs, and if you're hardy 
enough you can nurse one whisky 
and soda (500 francs) for the entire 
evening. That's a total cost of less 
than $2. 

Even fine champagne costs only 
about $12 a bottle. 

But the entertainment isn't the 
same vintage.

white vinegar, 3 tablespoons 
mixed pickling spices tied in mus- 
lin bag. Cook together the to- 
matoes,  peppers—both kinds, 
onion and garlic until tender 
enough to press easily through 
sieve. Press through sieve. Add 
the sugar, paprika, vinegar and 
spices tied in bag to the tomato 
pulp and cook as fast as possible 
until thick—this takes about 45 
minutes. The faster this cooking 
process is dóne the better the cat- 
sup color. Pour into sterile jars 
and seal. If this is put into bottles, 
they must be: sterile, corks must 
be sterile, and then corked bottles 
dipped in hot new paraffin. Dip 
tops a second time when first 
coating is cold. 


REGULAR CHILI SAUCE 


Six and one-half quarts (32 
measuring cups) peeled and cut 
up tomatoes are allowed to stand 
while you prepare remaining in- 
gredients, Pare 8. large onions 
(preferably red ones), and chop 
them, seed and chop 4 sweet red 
peppers, wash and chop 1 large 
bunch celery, and to these mixed 
vegetables add 1% tablespoons 
white pepper, 2 tablespoons pow- 
dered ginger, 5 cups white vin- 
egar, 1% cups sugar, % cup salt. 
Boil all except the tomatoes for 
1 hour. Drain off all excess liquid 
which has collected on bottom of 
container holding tomatoes and 


add drained tomatoes to cooked| by 


Mix ‘vinegar, salt and brown 
sugar, and stir into all of the fruits 
and vegetables except the toma- 
toes; add the whole spices tied 
loosely in a muslin bag, leaving a 
long piece of string for easy re- 
moval, Boil stirring very fre- 
quently—constantly is better 
until spiced to taste—about one 
hour, Remove spice bag now if 
you wish. Add well-drained to- 
matoes. Draining the tomatoes 
reduces cooking time and keeps 
finished chili sauce bright. Cook 
about 20 or 25 minutes longer. 
Seal in sterile jars. 


SIMPLE SPICY TOMATO, 
SAUCE 


Eight lbs. peeled, quartered to- 
matoes, 1 pint cider vinegar, 3 
tablespoons sait, 3 tablespoons 
whole mixed pickling spices tied 
in muslin bag. Cook all ingredi- 
ents together until mixture is 
fairly thick—about thin jam con- 
sistency. Now add 2 lbs. granu- 
latéd sugar, and bring to boll stir- 
ring. Boil 1 minute. Pour into hot 
sterile jars and seal. About five 
pints.

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Firm Refused 
Right To Deduct 
All Legal Fees 


OTTAWA—Efforts by a private 
tompany to deduct the expenses 
Which it incurred for legal and 
public relations work has been 
furned down by the Income Tax 
Appeal board in a judgment sign- 
ed by R. 8. W. Fordham. 

The company—not. identified 

ded guilty and was fined 
10,000 in 1950 on charges of prac- 
tices contrary to the Combines 
Investigation Act, Hearings were 
held in canrera. 


DEDUCTION REFUSED 


In the corporation income tax 
return for 1950. the company 
sought to deduct $16,123 in ex- 
penses arising from the case, 
claiming that these were legiti- 
mate operating costs, but the De- 

ent of National Revenue 
turned this down. - 

The ruling of the board was 
that the company could only de- 
duct those expenses "which arose 
before the Crown launched the 
prosecutions, 

In his judgment, Mr. Fordham 
ruled that legal expenses up to 
that date could “properly be re- 
garded as incurred in the ordin- 
ary coarse of business” and were 
deductible. Up until that time 
legal device had to be obtained 
in the normal progress of events. 
After the prosecution was launch- 
d the position was changed. The 
ecmpany admitted performance of 
{rregular business practices and 
pleaded guilty. 

Mr. Fordham stated that 
“clearly the appellant was the 
author of its own difficulties. It 
‘was stated in the evidence heard 
in this appeal that the appellant 
‘was only technically culpable and 
that the plea of guilty was entered 
on that basis. However, the board 
cannot take cognizance of that 
intimation, but must only consider 
what was actually and officially 
recorded by the tribunal that 
heard the charge as laid.” 


$5,865 DEDUCTIBLE 


He then allowed the company 
to deduct $5,865 in legal expenses 
prior to April 9, 1950, the date 
ubon which a true bill was found 
under the Criminal Code. 

Mr. Fordham ruled that the 
company will have to pay the 
balance of the $16,123 from pro- 
fits, including an amount of $1,- 


750 for advertising and publicity 
work which it undertook “to al- 
lay criticism, by customers and 
the public." ) 

"There was nó question of de- 
ducting the $10,000 fine involved 
in the case. It has already been 
ruled that fines for contravention 
of the Criminal Code are not 
deductible as business expenses 
in combines cases.

WASHINGTON—Iran’s ancien 
Peacock throne stood empty for 
one week, the monarchy itself im 
doubt. It was the second forced 
withdrawal of a Persian king in 
12 years. 

The Shah's father, Riza Shah 
Pahlevi, a hard-handed army of- 
ficer who seized power in 1920 
and modernized Iran, himself ab- 
ficated the throne in August, 
1941, in a crisis brought on by 
World War II, the National Geo- 
graphic Society recalls. 

Iran's danger then was Nazi 
Germany, anxious to control the 
strategic crossroads between Eu- 
rope, Africa, and Asia. Today its 
menace lies in unrest brought on 
in the past two years by runaway 
em and Communist agi- 

ion. 


CROSSROADS OF KINGS 


Were Communism to come to 
power in Iran, the Iron Curtain 
would stretch from the Arctic 
Ocean to the Arabian Sea, chop- 
ping the world in half Across this 
high plateau, roamed by mountain 
nomads and tilled by farmers us- 
ing methods old in Biblical times, 
lies the only land bridge left he- 
tween the Mediterrenean and 
India open to the free world. 

One of history's most ancient 
lands, Iran has seen kings come 
and go for more than 4,000-years.

PERCE, Que, (CP)—A stocky 
woodsman today was escorted by 
Quebee provincial police into a 
packed courtroom in this quiet 
town and formally charged with 
the murder of one of three Amer- 
ican tourists in the Gaspe wilds 
last June. 


The charge that Wilbert Coffin, 
97-year-old bushman, prospector 
and jack-of-all-trades, murdered 
Richard Lindsey, 17, of Hollidays- 
burg, Pa., was read by Magistrate 
Joseph Duguay. 


Police claim that a two-month in- 
vestigation has produced evidence 
to show that young Lindsey, his 
47-year-old father, Eugene Lindsey, 
and an acquaintance, Fred Claar, 
20, of East Freedom,. Pa., were 
Shot. down in cold blood in the 
Gaspe hills where they planned to 
hunt bears. 


MOTIVE ROBBERY

India Averts Defeat 
By Withdrawing 
As One of Participants 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.— 
(AP) — The UN general as- 
sembly today gave an over- 
whelming endorsement to a 
U.8.4^backed plan for the Ko- 
rean peace conference despite vig- 
orous Russian opposition. 

The plan provides that only coun- 
tries which fought under the UN 
banner should represent the world 
organization at the parley. 

The vote was 43 to 5, with 10 
abstaining. The Soviet bloc cast 
the negative votes. India did not 
participate. 

India averted a certain defeat 
by withdrawing as a possible par- 
ticipant just before the voting be- 

an. 
BE WITH ALLIES 

The assembly recommended that 
Russia could take part in the con- 
ference “provided the other side 
desires it." This means that, if 
Russia goes, she will have to sit 
on the Communist side with Red 
China and North Korea. 

Today's action concluded the 
work of the special assembly meet- 
ing which opened two weeks ago 
to choose UN representatives at 
the peace conference. 

Soviet delegate Andrei Vishinsky, 
however, has given a veiled warn- 
ing thát the Communists may re- 
ject the assembly's decisions and 
try to reopen the whole debate 
when the assembly convenes its 
fall session Sept. 15. 

The assembly directed the Uni- 
ted States to arrange the time and 
place of the conference after con- 
sultation with both sides, The meet- 
ing must be held by Oct. 28, under 
terms of the armistice agreement. 
Geneva appesrs.to have the édge 
as the most likely site. 

REJECT PLAN 

The assembly rejected Vishin- 
sky’s plan for a 15-nation round- 
table conference by a vote of 5 
(Soviet bloc) in favor, 42 against 
and 12 abstaining.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada’s do- 
mestic exports continued at a high| 


level. in July reaching a value of 
$393,100,000, second highest month- 
ly total on record, the bureau of 
statistics reported today.

For the seven-month period this 
year domestic exports had a value 
of $2,386,700,000, a decline of 3.3 
per cent compared with $2,467,100,- 
000 in the corresponding months 
last year. 

Average export prices in July 
were about two per cent below 
those for July of last year, and 
volume consequently was more 
than eight per cent greater. In the 
seven months, prices averaged 3.3 
per cent lower than in 1952, and 
volume remained unchanged. 

LOWER TO SOME POINTS 


The bureau said that domestic 
exports in July were higher in 
value than last year to the United 
Kingdom and the United States, 
but lower to the rest of the Com- 
monwealth, Latin America, Eu- 
rope, and other foreign countries. 

Sharp advances were recorded 
in July in the export of planks and 
boards, wood pulp, newsprint, alu- 
minum, copper and aircraft. There 
were declines in shipments of 
grains other than wheat and in 
wheat flour, farm machinery and 
implements and pulpwood. Chan- 
ges in wheat, asbestos and nickel 
were moderate.

The Strong Right Arm Of UN 


Canadians ħave a special interest in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Not only was it in part a Canadian pro- 
posal; it 1s also Canada's chief defensive 
alliance and chief military commitment. 
Field Marshal Montgomery's remarks on 
the importance of NATO are therefore 
doubly interesting, because they were 
niade by so eminent a military authority, 
and because of Canada’s special com- 
mitment to NATO. . Viscount Montgom- 
ery spoke on the subject in Montreal, 
before ‘leaving for Toronto (via Peter- 
borough) to officiate at the opening of 
the exhibition there. He is now Deputy 
Allied Commander in Europe.

The Field Marshal said that he nb- 
ticed a tendency in many countries he 
has visited to discount the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization as less ne- 
cessary now than it was at its inception. 
“Never was there a greater mistake,” he 
said, referring to NATO as “the strong 
right arm” of the United Nations. In 
Viscount Montgomery’s blunt opinion, 
UN needs such.a strong arm, having 
itself “no strength and it does not seem 
to me to have any unity.” 


“If NATC had come into being earlier 
there would have been no Second World 
War. In the strengthening of NATO lies 
the best hope of preventing a third World 
War."

It may be expected that a man whose 
professional occupation is the develop- 
ment and direction of strength in the 
“right arm” of UN should forcefully de- 
fend its function and future. It may 
also be exp from a professional 
soldier ena chief theme will always 
be arms and the men. One must, how- 
ever, take the character and breadth of 
perspective of Montgomery into account. 
He is not a person to mince words, 
to preach platitudes, or to make a case 
out of thin air.

Peace For Kashmir? 


= Kashmir is bounded on the north by

Kistan and India were created indepen- 
dent dominions in August, 1947, both laid 
Aaim to this ancient feudal state in the 
Valley of the Indus.

It suggests that another pro- 
blem of more than local importance— 
the Korean war—can likewise be worked 
out, but slowly, and not in the nine 
months now set for conclusion of the 
affair, following the cease-fire. Let it not 
be thought that the question of Kasb- 
mir has been an isolated one, concerning 
only India and Pakistan and the govern- 
ment of the wealthy state of Kashmir. 
Kashmir is so strategically situated and 
economically important that major 
powers have a lively interest in its 
future, although none other than India 
and Pakistan committed troops to that 
war.

Strike News 


This week our front page has been 
heavily occupied by news of impending 
strikes, strikes in progress or strikes 
threatened. In Toronto, milkmen vote 
in favour of a strike. In Timmins an- 
other group of miners goes out on strike 
to join those of four other mines strike- 
bound for the last six weeks. In Noran- 
da 1,000 workers are on strike. In the 
Hamilton-Niagara-Windsor area pickets 
of the striking Teamsters’ Union discuss 
closing off highways to all trucks. From 
Montreai comes. news that a seamen's 
strike threatens. 

This is not a pretty state of affairs. 
The Department of Labour, Ottawa, has 
reported that during last month 73,486 
man-working days were lost through in- 
dustrial disputes involving 6,452 workers. 
The August findings will be even worse. 
All told, up to the beginning of this 
month, 283,924 working days were lost 
since the year began. The loss in pay 
and production is considerable. 

These industrial disputes, however, 
need not make us too pessimistic about 
the capacity of Canadians to act ra- 
tionally and live at peace with each 
other. Bad as the record is thus far in 
1953, last year's story was worse. In 
the first seven months of 1952 there 
were 150 disputes involving 97,561 work- 
ers and causing a loss of 2,217,396 work- 
ing and paying days. We are willing 
to wager that these men who lost so 
many working days last year have not 
even begun to recover the money they 
lost, no matter what pay increases they 
gained as a result of the strikes.

Big Brabazon Bounced 


The U.K. spent £12,000,000 building the 
Brabazon, a hundred-passenger aircraft. 
The program was begun in 1945 and one 
test plane was made, which has flown 
only experimentally and only for four 
years. Now that machine is to be scrap- 
ped, together with the whole plan (a 
second plane was in the making). 

The plane was too big, being land- 
locked. (Our Giles cartoon on this page 
recently showed one of its giant 
wheels careening through a village. The 
fancy was not as wild as it looked. When 
the Brabazon first boomed down & run- 
way, the runway needed was so lóng 
‘hat a whole village had to be removed 
to make way forit.) Neither the armed 
service$ or commercial airlines have 
been interested in a machine that would 
require existing airport runways to be 
strengthened and lengthened. 

The Ottawa Journal sizes up the Bra- 
bazon and its develepment thus: 

"The United Kingdom air experts re- 
port that their costly experiment has 
given them valuable knowledge of extra- 
large machines, and there was no com- 
plaint in Parliament over what has been 
'doné. Obviously they will be slow to 
build any more giant land machines, but 
the limitations imposed on the Brabazon 
do not apply to flying boats for which 
the seafaring British should have a 
special aptitude. : 

“With calm harbors and long lagoons 
scattered so lavishly about the Common- 
wealth, the flying boats should be able 
to find havens never avattable to the 
wheeled Brabazon. And in that new 
web of fast communication the flying 
boats can spin the Brabazon experience 
in-building and flying large alrcraft may 
prove the £12,000,000 investment gilt- 
“edged.” ,

RECENT notice m a British newspaper 
asks for all former members of the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps to send their 
names to the China Association, 54, Old 
Broad Street, E. C. 2. for a meeting to decide 
how to celebrate the approaching centenary 
of the Corps' formation. 

If all who are qualifled attend, the meet- 
ing will need a very large hall. For there 
must be scores of men ef all nations, Brit- 
ish, Americans, men of all Dominions, Port- 
uguese, Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, Dutch, 
Russians, Turks, Greeks and possibly others 
whom I cannot recall, who served in the 
8. V. C.

actual foundation was decided on at a 
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meeting of the whole community called 


by the British, American and French Consuls 
in April, 1853 (Shanghai a foreign settle- 
ment was then only ten years old), when 
the T’Aiping lion was sweeping up 
from Canton where it had started in 1851. 
But the true birth— at least the baptism 
of fire, of the volunteers came a year later 
in the great Battle of Muddy Flats. It is

living in Shanghai have ever stood together 
in the common defence. 

By 1854 the T'aipings hed reached Sháng- 
hai and captured the old Chinese City, im- 
mediatetly south of the foreign area. Close 
to the west of this area were the Imperial 
troops trying to evict the T'aipings, and 
a confounded nuisance they were, shoot- 
ing wildly into the foreign area, not infre- 
quently invading it, thieving and raiding it.

TIMATELY on April 4, the British Con- 

sul, Sir Rutherford Alcock, sent an ulti- 
matum to the Imperialist General, “Move 
your camp by four.p.m. today or we shell 
attack you." No satisfactory reply being 
received, the attack was launched. Alcock 
was one who knew that you must never 
fhreaten unless you mean to act. 

There were at least twenty thousand men 
in the Chinese camp. The foreign force num- 
bered just three hundred and eighty (two 
hundred and fifty British, includi: two 
hundred from men-of-war in the river), one 
hundred and thirty Americans, about one 
hundred of whom were from American war 
ships, with two guris; each section being com- 
manded by a naval officer, the British Cap- 
tain O'Calia Ghan, the American Captain 
Kelly. The total battle area was perhaps a 
mile square, barely & mile from the rivér, 
on ground long since covered with far- 
reaching streets of foreign houses.

I" SPITE OF their huge inferiority in num- 

bers, the three hundred and eighty won 
a complete victory. The Americans, attack- 
ing with their guns from one side, the Brit- 
ish from the other, At the height of the bat- 
tle the T'aipings sailed out from the Chinese 
City to join in, and the Imperialists fled.

ASHINGTON — Not one American in 

a million (better still, not one in fifty 
million, it is safe to say) heard the Teheran 
radio play by play account of the melo- 
dramatic royalist coup in Iran that put the 
Shahinshah back on the throne. 

Yet if you had been getting Teheran 
by short wave you would have had a ring- 
side seat at the  uprising that had 
Premier Mossadegh fleeing for his life 
after it looked as if he had successfully 
pulled the throne out from under Moham- 
med Reza Pahlevi, 

The radio score occupied about two and 
a half hours and was replete with all the 
confusion, shouting, emotionalism,  inter- 
ruptions and uncertainties of thé actual 
event. Necessarily condensed to this col- 
umn it went as follow 

10.30 a.m.: Soft sweet music. 

10.45 a.m.: Sudden silence. No explana- 
tion. No announcement. Over an hour of 
unexplained silence. 

12.03 p.m: Confused shouting and 
noises. An anonymous speaker could be 
heard above the rest abusing the Mos- 
sadegh government thus: “This treacher- 
ous government started a battle against 
our constitution. The people of Teheran 
have captured the Teheran radio and over- 
thrown the treacherous Mossadegh regime 
directed by traitor Fatemi. People of the 
provinces! Arise and oust the authorities 
of this treacherous government!” 

Violent arguments can be heard in the 
background as all in the studio try to 
speak. A voice is heard above the din 
pleading with them to be calm. Then an- 
other anonymous voice reads a decree by 
the Shah appointing Fazollah Zahedi Prime 
Minister and ordering him to “eliminate 
the crisis and raise the standerd of living 
of the people.” 

He continues: “Dear compatriots: .. . 
But confusion breaks out again and there 
is a fight for the microphone. A voice can 
be heard asserting: “I have the micro- 
phone and I have the right to speak.” This 
same voice exhorts the peoples of the 
provinces to arise, but is interrupted by 
more noise, confusion. 

Suddenly a Col. Ali Pahlavan gets the 
mike ‘and declaims: “ I am one of your

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soldiers. Soldiers, officers, people! A num- 
ber of traitors, offjée-seekers and crim- 
mals such as Fatefni tried to sell our 
6,0” -year old homeland to foreigners! 
Remember our slogan: ‘God, Shah, home!’” 

Then someone gets control of the micro- 
phone and shouts: “His Excellency, Gen. 
Zahedi, the Prime Minister!” 


However, Gen Zahedi does not come on 
the air, and another person says “Mr. 
Mirashrafi wishes to speak to you" He 
too fails to appear. Then someone says the 
editor of the newspaper Bakhtiar - will 
speak. He gives the Iranian equivalent 
of an old-fashioned Fourth of July ora- 
tion, punctured by shouts in the back- 
ground. Finally he winds up with the 
plea: "Keep calm and quiet! Be patient 
until we take our vengeance on the traitors. 
Long live the Shah!" 


A woman's voice follows: “ Oh heroic 
people of Iran! (confusion). Oh, brave 
women of Iran! (confusion). Oh, people, 
wake up! The traitor and criminal Mos- 
sadegh serves the Soviet Government. But 
know thou, oh traitor Mossadegh that we 
are not afraid of you. You shall be pros- 
ecuted and put to death. God be with you." 

Next a Major Mir-Zadian gets the micro= 
phone and eulogizes the Shah,

is suddenly played and the announcer says: 
“This is central studio of radio Teheran. 
The capital has been captured by the forces 
of the people. . . Attention! Attention!

Suddenly the radio goes dead, but comes 
back three minutes later with the an- 
nouncer declaring: “General Zahedi 
wants to talk to you. Mossadegh has fled.” 

A voice breaks in: “Hussein Fatemi has 
just been torn to pieces.” 

13.25: General Zahedi gets the radio 
microphone, and shouts: “I will raise the 
workers’ wages, give free medicine to the 
poor. I shall give you a detailed program 
later.” 

Shouting in the background.

United States and Generalissimo Franco’s Spain appeared 
today to be still holding up full agreement after nearly 18 


months of talks on obtaining 


use of Spanish bases in return 


for U.S. aid. Among the issues remaining, authoritative 


sources say, are control of. 
Spanish base facilities and the 
way in which U.S. ald funds 
would be used in strengthen- 
ing them. Maj.-Gen. August 
Kissner of the U.S. Air Force, 
head of the negotiation mission 
to Madrid, is back in Washington 
this week reporting on progress. 

He has not been available to 
reporters. 

Despite the secrecy prevailing 
since the start of negotiations, it 
has become known that arrange- 
ments tentatively agreed on follow 
these lines: 

There would be three main pacts 
--one on economic aid, another on 
military aid and the third on the 
usé by the United States of Spanish 
bases. 

The agreement on the bases is 
expected to give the U.S. Air Force 
use of the Barajas airport at 
Madrid and several others, prob- 
ably including those at Barcelona 
and Seville. The U.S. Navy has 
been seeking the use of bases at 
Cartagena in the Mediterranean, 
Cadiz near the Straits of Gibraltar 
and El Ferrol near the northwest 
tip of Spain. 

REMAIN SPANISH PROPERTY 


It is understood that the bases 
would continue to be Spanish prop- 
erty, as U.S. bases in Morocco 
continue to be French-owned, but 
the extent of U.S. control is still 
being discussed. 

The military aid pact would pro- 
vide for spending about $132,000,- 
000 on modernizing Spain's out-of- 
date military equipment, Some 
Spanish tanks and planes still in 
use were sent by Germany and 
Italy between 1936 and 1939 to help 
Franco's forces overcome’ the 
Spanish Republicans, Other equip- 
ment was originally sent to the 
Republicdn forces by Russia and 
France, and captured by Franco's 
Nationalists. x 

Railroads, roads and other com- 
munications are among Spain's 
chief needs, in U.S. eyes, if it is 
to become a strong ally. These 
are the items on which the United 
States wants aid moned specified 
in the tentative agreements to be 
spent.

Quiet Garden Talks Set Stage For Merger 


"I saw the machines Aug. 5 and 
cabled our directors. Then, a lot 
of our people flew over—directors, 
lawyers, sales peoples. They were 
as impressed with the machines 
as I was, and in the succeeding 
days our lawyers hammered out 
the terms of the agreement. 

"We got the approval of the 
Bank of England and the British 
Board of Trade Aug. 14, and an- 
nounced the merger Aug. 17. 

"Massey-Harris paid 1,805,055 
capital shares in exchange for all 
the Ferguson assets. (The current 
quotation on Massey-Harris shares 
on the Toronto stock exchange is 
around $8.75 a share)." 

Mr. Duncan said Mr. Ferguson, 
now 68, started life as an Irish 
farm boy who "knew the drudgery 
of farming without implements. 


IRISH FARM BOY 


Mr. Duncan said Mr. Ferguson 
had changed the farm tractor from 
a heavy machine, which simply 
pulled implements, into a lighter 
machine which is part of the im- 
plement itself, 

"Mr. Ferguson has spent 10 
years of secret work on a new line 
of machinery fully engineered and 
tested, some of which now is ap- 
proaching the production stage. It 
does not replace, but is complemen- 
tary to, the existing line." 

Speaking for Massey-Harris ac- 
complishments, Mr. Duncan said 
that, among other things in its 
105-year history it had, in the last 
15 years, “pioneered the self-pro- 
pelled combine which has revolu- 
tionized harvesting wherever whéat 
is. grown." 

He described the merger as a 
"natural," because of the com- 
plementary rather than competi- 
tive nature of our activities. 

Ferguson has been referred. to 
as "Henry Ford's only partner.” 
He brought his tractor over from 
England in 1937 under an agree- 
ment for production which lasted 
10 years. Last year the Ford or- 
ganization paid Ferguson $9,250,000 
in settlement of a suit for damages.

The inven- 
ions, machines and skills of thc 
ew parent company were made 
available to CGE. Mr. Patterson 
was succeeded here by Carl Sal- 
monsen and eventually Ian F. 
McRae became works manager, 
and now Roy T. Bogle. 

“When one looks back over 
fifty years, as I can, it is not easy 
to realize the big changes we have 
actually seen. And Peterborough 
has grown with Canadian 
General. 

“In the years of the big cir- 
cuses, it was customary: for jn- 
dustrial employees to be let out 
at 11 a.m. to see the parade. Three 
or four of us in the Brass once 
decided to go to the afternoon 
Ringling show, and that was 
against the rule. 

“Next morning Mr. Tovey told 
us not to start until he saw Mr. 
Patterson. He weht down to the 
Office, and when he came back 
he told us to start work, but if 
things got slack we'd be the first 
to be laid off. That was the last 
we^heard about it. 

"It has been my feeling that 
another change in the plant, apart 
from all the new machine methods 
is a better feeling, more co-opera- 
tion between  foremen and 
employees. I am speaking only 
of my own experience. You 
were not just working on another 
machine order, you were making 
equipment for ‘Kitimat power 
development in British Columbia, 
as an example. 

“And, I certainly didn't think | 
when I was working for George 
Tovey that in the long run we'd 
be getting pensions that are now 
provided for continuous service. 
I know some men who have said 
they wished they had stayed with 
CGE continuously from the start, 
instead of running around the 
country. I am just giving my own 
view of things as they have im- 
pressed me. 

Bert Dorris used to play 
lacrosse on a sweep of field along 
the north side of Charlotte St.

The archipelago may be a treas- 
ure-house of mineral wealth, geolo- 
gists say.

Under the sector principle Can- 
ada would possess the islands lying

The U.S. view on the Arctic 
stems from its desire to see the 
Antarctic made into aft interna- 
tional zone with no restrictions of 
any kind, Despite the fact there 
has been considerable U.S, explor- 
ation in the“ Antarctic, the U.S. not 
only doesn't make any claims there 
but doesn't recognize anyone else's. 

The U.S. position in the Antarctic 
conflicts with séctor claims by Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Australia and New 
Zealand and with discovery claims 
by the United Kingdom. 

Although the U.S. doesn't assert 
recognition of Canadian claims in 
the Arctic, it appdrently recognizes 
them by implication: by asking 
Canadian permission whenever it 
desires to send a scientific or other 
expedition into the area. The U.S. 
apparently feels that, at the mo-

Another question is who may sail 
on the waters between the islands 
and into Hudson and James Bays? 

Canada claims only the islands 
themselves. Hudson and James 
Bays are thought to comprise an 
"inland sea" guaran by trea- 
ties with France and Spain two or 
three centuries old. 

The government won't say that 
the waters between the islands or 
along the mainland's north shore 
are free to any fleet that wishes 
to sail them. But it does say there 
is no Canadian claim which would 
conflict for instance with a foreign 
proposal to send a battlefleet to 
cruise the Northwest Territories. 

The government thinks that Hud- 
son and James Bays—the latter 
dips south to within 550 miles of 
Toronto—are fairly secure.

ALGONQUIN PARK, Ont. — 
(CP)— Two men and a boy 
died Friday night when their 
small plane crashed in thick 
bush country here. The air- 
craft was being used in the fight 
against forest fires. 

The Norseman aircraft, piloted 
by Roy Downing of Cobden, Ont., 
stalled and dived into the bush 
about a half mile from Round 
Island lake in Algonquin provincial 
park. ` 

Search parties reached the 
wrecked plane early this morning 
and started bringing out the vic- 
tims. 

Killed were: 

Downing, 43, Leslie Booth, of 
Huntsville and Sault Ste. Marie, 
both firefighters, and Murray Bul- 
mer, 14, of Cobden, who went along 
just for, the ride. 


HELPED FIREFIGHTERS 


Downing was a commercial pilot. 
A native of Toronto, he moved to 
Cobden, near Pembroke, several 
years ago and had been hired to 
help fly in men and supplies to 
fight fires in the park. 

Booth was an emergency fire- 
fighter, He moved to Huntsville 
after graduating in forestry at the 
University of Toronto. 

Downing had taken off from 
Sproule Bay on Lake Opeongo for 
Round Island lake, 14 miles due 
north of the park's eastern gate. 
A crew under deputy chief ranger 
Jack Shalla was fighting a blaze 
near the lake,

The researchers, with their 
plane and pilot, had been in the 
air about 14 hours from their| 
home base at Minneapolis to the 
heart of the Kawarthas. They told 
the story of their erring balloon 
over coffee and pancakes. The 
pilot wasn’t down for breakfast 
with the two researchers. 

“He had to stay awake all the 
time,” Mr. McAleese pointed=out. 
“We got a chance to nap now and 
then.“ 

In spite of the naps they man- 
aged to take on the way here, the 
two researchers were red- eyed 
and still in need of sleep. They 
spoke reverently of their hotel 
beds. 

Thursday night at 10 p.m. the 
weather balloon, with its 315 
pounds of equipment, plus ballast 
jand parachute, was released from|

The Red leaders declared omin- 
ously that the fight against the 
food program was just beginning, 

Streams of border-crossérs ar- 
rived at the food distribution points 
again today, indicating that. an- 
other 100.000 parcel day was in 
the offing.

New Arrest — 
Expected 
In FBI Coup 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—Federal 
bureau of investigation agents said 
they expect to make at least one 
more arrest in the wake of Thurs- 
day night's dramatic capture of 
two fugitive Communist leaders in 
a remote mountain cabin. 


The two, Robert George Thomp- 
son, 38, and Sidney Steinberg, 38, 
fled New York in the summer of 
1951. 

Three other persons were ar- 
rested at the cabin near Yosemite 
park and a fourth was arrested 
Friday after tracing a car found 
at the hideaway. : 

A second car was discovered at 
the cabin and the owner of this 
car now is being sought by auth- 
orities, said William Whelan, FBI 
agent in charge here. 


BEGINS SENTENCE 


Thompson has been sent to Al- 
catraz prison in San Francisco 
bay to begin serving a three- 
year term to which he was origin- 
ally sentenced July 2, 1951. 

He was one of 11 top Commun- 
ist leaders convicted in New York 
of conspiring to advocate the vio- 
lent overthrow of the U.S. gov- 
ernment, 

Thompson now faces the additi- 
onal charge of unlawful flight to 
avoid imprisonment: Punishable 
by as much as five additional 
years. 

A hearing on the removal of 
Steinberg to New York has been 
set for Monday. He fled after being 
indicted there June 20, 1951, as a 
"second string" conspirator. He 
was described by the FBI as as- 
sistant national secretary of the 
American Communist party. 

Steinberg now is held at San 
Francisco county jail in lieu of 
$100,000 bail.

In the States the company is 
simply called “General Rat Trap Com- 
pany"—no need to label it American. 
In Canada this becomes the “Canadian 
General Rat Trap Company”. The “Big 
Blister Club"—of the United States— 
recruits membership and branches in 
Canada under the name "Big Blister 
Club of Canada". A brand new company 
may be formed to exploit a great nat- 
~- ural resource in Canada. The chances 
are it is chiefly financed, promoted and 
operated by New York or Texas, but to 
make the company seem Canadian it is 
called “Trans-Canada Gusher Com- 
pany"

The workers in ihe so-called Cana- 
dian companies are largely Canadians, 
but, as the management and principals 
may belong to an American union ‘of 
financiers and executives, so the workers 
belong to an “International” union— 
meaning an American union. The Cana- 
dian branches of the union ere only a 
District 5 or District 11 of the American 
, union. District 6 may be in Minnesota, 
District 12 in Alabama. The union leader 
who had most to do with the striking 
truckers in Hamilton-Niagara-Windsor, 
was James Hoffa, Detroit teamsters’ ex- 
.. ecutive, and an American. The big shot 
in the teamsters union is David Beck, the 
man who is building himself a three 
and a half million dollar headquarters 
in New York.

ture debt increased last year above that 
of 1951; all told Ontario municipalities 
have $495,805,231 in debenture debts 
outstanding. This is a heavy weight 
against ratepayers present and future, 
and a result of the extensive building 
programs which municipalities have had 
to undertake since the war, However, 
the total of debenture debt is a little 
less than it was back in 1931—the peak 


of $500,000,000. 


Anothér-comforting-fact is that the 
debt today is in today’s dolla? vatnés; 
and is;therefore actually very much less 
than the half ‘billlon.of 1931 in 1931 
dollar values. The debt is about double 
what is was in 1947, the low point for 
two decades. The increase is chiefly 
due to increase in debts for new and en- 
larged schools. Last year's debenture 


debt of municipalities for education was. 
245 per cent. of the amount outstanding 
in 1939. 


Municipalities are attempting, how- 


ever, to pay as they go; the fact that 
the total debenture is slightly less now 


than it was in 1931 is proof of this. In 


comparing the figures one must remem- 
ber that now most municipal debentures 
are the self<liquidating kind, where 
principal and interest are paid off an- 


pually instead of using the device of a 


sinking. fund. The total of municipal 


taxation indicates how municipalities 
are.taxing as they grow. It also indi- 
cates that the rise in taxation is Closely 


related to the rise in the cost-of-living 


index. 
Taxation to meet genéral municipal 
costs rose from the 100 of 1939 to 229 


in 1952; this followed pretty closely the 
rise in the cost-of-living index from 


the 1939 average of 100 to nearly 190. 
Now that the index has declined from 
that peak, it is reasonable to expect a 
decline—or at least a levelling—in mu- 
nicipal taxation, particularly since 
much of the major new civic construc- 
tion has been completed in many cities. 
While taxes have increased—more 
than double—provincial subsidies to 
municipalities have also increased—by 
448 per cent. between 1940 and last year. 
The provincial subsidies were extremely 
low in 1940, amounting to only $20,186,- 
292 while the municipalities had to tax 
themselves $113,434,005 to keep them- 
selves going. Last year the Province 
supplied. in one way and another 
$110,533,800 to the municipalities, and 
the later raised in taxes $259,847,380. 
Figures such as these may be fascinat- 
ing to play with, but it 1s a game played 
on a pretty high table; right up to the 
neck of the municipalities who have to 
strain to reach their pawns. And the 
municipalities still have only one major 
pawn, one means of raising money—the 
levy against real estate. No matter how 
generous the Province is with its subsi- 
dies, it always controls the game, and 
wins it, because the Province h 
means of raising millions of dollars 
while the villages, towns and cities have 
but one: a direct tax on property, When 
the mill rate reaches the height it now 
has in this city and district, it hurts, 
levied as it is on the highest assessments 
in our history.

In Otonabee Township 


MRS. GERALD MARRYAT 
(Ed. Note: This is the second 
of two articles on schools in 

Otonabee to 1865.) 

Known as Crooks’ Rapids Divi- 
Bion, the first school was opened 
in Hastings a century ago with 19 
pupils in attendance. 

A new school has just been 
opened officially-—June 12th with 
an enrolment of around 40. 

The first.trustees were Timothy 
Coughlan Sr, and James S. 
Fowlds and they rented the upper 
storey of an old frame house on 
the southeast corner of Albert and 
Wellingtón Streets, although no 
streets were named until later on. 

This house was originally start- 
ed by a man named Young, who 
built a stone building with 48- 
inch walls, now the kitchen of the 
home of J. Mulholland. John Ins- 
ley, an early biacksmith, bought 
the place and added a frame 
house which faced east and west 
rather than north and south as it 
does now. It was moved around 
and bricked by Blakely Shaw. 

The few scholars studied up- 
stairs and the new Orange Lodge 
rented the downstairs. 

FIRST TEACHER 

The first teacher was Miss E. M. 
Beech, later Mrs. Fred Werden. 
Of her 19 pupils such families 
were represented by children 
named Coughlan, Fowlds, Buchan, 
Driscoll, Grady, Clydesdale, Do- 
herty, Clarke, Connal, Crispin or 
Crippen, Lobb, Armstrong, Ford, 
Brown, Davis, Brough, Lajoie, 

- McCarthy, Gilchrist, Plunkett, 

Johnston, Kenney, and others 

from nearby farms, They sat on 

home-made benches and the 
teacher's desk was likewise a pro- 
duct of local workmanship. A pail, 

a "dipor" and a broom were pur- 
. chased. The trustees used candles 
at a shilling a night for their few 
meetings. 

Evidently those candle-lit meet- 
ings were productive of progress. 
"You folks were very business- 
like in your school meeting af- 
fair". wrote William Houston 
from Glasgow. He named Robert 
Plunkett and Capt. Gidley of the 
old steamer Forester as budding 
orators and they talked to some 
purpose as the first public school 
No. 10 Asphodel and No. 17 
Percy—was built in 1854-55.

Americans who have 
played four seasons in Canada be- 
come Canadians as far as football 
is concerned—and get even higher 
salaries than before because they 
are outside the “import” quota. 

The clubs make little money in 
their best years. Most are content 
to break even. 

In *he East the set-up is differ- 
ent. Clubs in Toronto and Montreal 
have. populations of 1,000,000 or 
more to draw on and the em- 
phasis on booster clubs and such 
money-raisers as raffles is less. 

Ottawa (200,000) and Hamilton 
(200,000) bave long traditions in 
football and find little difficulty in 
filling their stadia. 

None of the clubs disclose salar- 
ies but they are reported to. hit 
$10,000 for the best Americans and 
sometimes industrialist fans pro-| 
vide off-season jobs that add other 
thousands.

SEOUL, Korea (Reuters). — 
Presbyterian and mis- 
sionaries and their Korean fol- 
lowers are playing a big part in 
the rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion of Korea. 


Foreign and Korean Christians 
are running dozens of orphanages, 
hospitals, amputee centres, and 
homes for war widows and the 
disabled in ali parts of the coun- 
iry, a$ well as spreading the Gos- 
pel: 

For the last 100 years, Chris- 
tian missionaries have been the 
"windows" on the modern world 
for the people of Korea, Many 
missionaries, who stayed with 
their congregations, were captur- 
ed when the North Koreans swept 
into South Korea three years ago.

Great Church 


In Naples 
Restored 


By. CECIL SPRIGGE^ 

NAPLES «CFNS) — The great 
conventual Cnurch of Saint Clare, 
in the heart of old Naples—old in 
this connection means several cen- 
turies before Christ when Naples 
was a classical Greek city—was re- 
opened to worshippers with great 
pomp in the first August week, 
exactly 10 years afier its interior 
had been burned out of recognition 
in one of the severest Allied air 
raids on Naples. 

The disaster to this Church 10 
years ago was little heard of in the 
wider world. It occurred at a time 
when the Fascist Press and wire- 
less were grossly exaggerating 
damage.done by the allied air 
forces to monuments, so that one 
was hardly astonished, on entering 
Palermo at the time of the libera- 
tion, to find the great Norman 
cathedral there—which Allied “‘van- 
dalism" had been charged with 
wantonly wrecking—virtually un- 
scathed. Saint Clare, Santa Chiara, 
was in any case not the Cathedral 
of be. vi F first Allied war cor- 
res tering Naples, and 
drawing up an inventory of the 
damage suffered by the city in 
the siege conditions of that, sum- 
mer, cable Cathedral is unharm- 
ed" and this was true. 

But to Naples, Santa Chiara de- 
stroyed was far more significant 
than the Cathderal preserved. Santa 
Chiara was, and we may now say 
is once again, the Westminster Ab- 
bey of Naples, the stage of his- 
torical events through many cen- 
turies, the symbol of Naples' status | 
as a royal city. The most hauht-| 
ing popular song to emerge in| 
Italy since the war, which has also 
travelled abroad, is "''Munistero 
Santa Chiara. . " a richly chro- 
matic lament in Neapolitan dialect 
over the disappearance of the great 
Church. 

When one groped one's way into 
It in the autumn of 1943, disappear- 
ance seemed hardly an exaggerated 
term. The massive beams of the 
gorgeous ceiling had crashed down 
in flames on the altars and, his- 
torically more precious than altars, 
on some of the royal tombs of the 
Angevin dynasty, which ruled 
Naples in the fourteenth century. 
'That morning, an exceedingly reso- 
lute Abbess of the Order of Saint 
Clare was engaged in sorting out 
the scattered bones of the long de- 
parted kings and princes as best she 
could. With what seemed almost in- 
tolerably hearty optimism, this 
lady, a North Italian, said, looking 
round the church: “It may be all 
for the best. She pointed to where 
a landslide of gilt stucco and ma- 
sonry had revealed faint traces of 
medieval fresco painting on a still 
standing wall. Her ideal of Church 
Interiors was evidently what in 
England would be called Ruskinian. 
The lapse of great accumula- | 
tions of later Southern expressive- 
ness and gorgeousness did not 
greatly grieve her. 

In fact, the enormous destruction 
of the raid of August 4, 1943, has 
ended by restoring to the Neapoli- 
tans something much more like the 
Church built by King Robert, the 
Angevin, early in the fourteenth 
century. In the words of the Pope, 
who broadcast to the Neapolitans 
a long sermon on the reopening of 
the great Church ff» worship: 
“you, who only 10 years ago 
mourned this church as a ruin, now 
have the felicity of seeing it re-| 
stored in the calm austerity of 
pointed arches and rose windows as | 
in the Angevin times.” 

The "new" Saint Clare's which 
has re-emerged from ruin has suf- 
fered the loss of many of its media- 

' aval treasures (the statuary of the 
tomb of the royal founder first and 
foremost), but the austere style in 
which it re-emerges gives back to 
Naples something ol its own past) 
which the dazzlingly gorgeous build- | 
ing of P" 1 ago had lost.

Natural Gas 
May Be Piped 
To Peterborough 


There's a good chance that Pet- 
erborough will be supplied with 
natural gas from Western Canada 
in a few years. 

When it does happen, the price 
of gas here will be reduced con- 
siderably, according to officials 
of Trans-Canada Pipe Lines, who 
plan to build a $320-nillion pipe 
line to serve nearly ail the Cana- 
dian cities east of the Alberta gas 
fiélds as far as Montreal. 


The company is at present ap- 
plying to the Alberta Natural Gas 
and Petroleum Conservation 
Board for permission to sell 365 
million cubic feet of natural gas 
à day to this huge area. 

Douglas M. Fraser. an official 
ofthe company, asked the Public 
Utilities Commossion Friday to 
support the company's application 
|to the Alberta board. The PUC 
agreed to give their support pro- 
vided the demand here for nat- 
ural gas is as great as a survey 
made for the company indicates. 
The commission will make à sur- 
vey of local needs immediately. 

A survey of potential customers 
in cities and towns in Ontario and 
in Montreal was made in 1951 by 
the H. K, Ferguson Co. Ltd, of 
Cleveland.

CONDENSATION 


The completion of a wall-in- 
sulation job cannot be postponed 
with the same assurance that it 
will be properly finished later on. 
Although it is possible to "blow" 
insulation into the wall spaces 
after the wall is finished, there 
is doubt that the job will be com- 
pletely done because of the in- 
terference of fire stops, wiring, 
outlét boxes, and the like. Unless 
a satisfactory vapor barrier has 
been provided it might lead to 
problems of condensation. In con- 
sidering the financial problem of 
insulation, walls should be the 
first area to be considered and 
should be -completely insulated 
when the building is.under con- 
struction. 


The procedure suggested here 
is at complete variance with 
practice, Ceilings are commonly 
the first area to be considered 
for insulation.

Re- 
quirements for ceiling insulation 
specify generally lower coeffic- 
ients than for floors and walls. 

Again, with limited money 
available, it may be wise to 
temporarily postpone the appli- 
cation of storm sash. These can 
be purchased out of income as 
funds become available. Double 
glazing, of course, should be done| 
during construction. 

These suggestions are made on 
the assumption that the estimat- 
ed cost of the house that the 
owner wants is more than he can 
|afford. If he is not the “handy- 
man" type, economies should take 
other directions, and the insula- 
tion job should not be regarded 
as an item which can be prud- 
ently cut or eliminated. On the 
contrary, it should be treated as 
an important and vital essential 
of construction, the more of it-— 
the better.

Stall Browns 
Attempt 
To Get Kissell 


By H. DENT HODGSON 

OTTAWA (CP)—While big John 
Kissell, star 240-pound tackle, 
journeyed to Hamilton for the 
opening of the Big Four Football 
season there today, Ottawa Rough 
Riders scored another touchdown 
against Cleveland Browns of the 
United States National League. 

W. G. Pugsley, local master of 
the Ontario Supreme Court, 
brought down a ruling which may 
stall the Browns’ legal attempt to 
get Kissell back from Riders un- 
til the football season is over. 

The Browns claim Kissell skip- 
ped his 1953 contract to come to 
Riders and that they suffered 
"great, incalculable and irrepar- 
able loss," They seek to have the 
six-foot-three tackle forced to play 
with Cleveland and barred from 
playing with Riders. 

Earlier this month, chief Jus- 
tice J. C. McRuer of the Ontario 
Supreme Court refused to grant 
an interim injunction restraining 
Kissell from playing with Ottawa. 
This left the Browns’ main action— 
filed here three weeks ago in a 
statement of claim—set over until 
the fall assizes of the Ontario Su- 
preme Court, opening Sept. 14. 


CASE UNIQUE 


The case, of particular impor- 
tance to promoters in various 
sports worried about contract val- 
idity, is unique in the courts and 
has never been tested in the su- 
preme court of either country. 

While Friday's proceedings dealt 
in legal technicalities only, Lee A: 
Kelley of Ottawa, counsel for 
Cleveland, said at the hearing he 
assumed Riders would attack the 
validity of the contract as such if 
and when the actuaf case comes 
up. The contract, Cleveland's coun- 
sel said, is similar to most sports 
contracts “without which sports 


promoters: say they could not op- 
erate.” 

Friday's action—a counter - at- 
tack by the Ottawa club—would 
normally have the effect of mak- 
ing it impossible for the Browns 
to get their case heard before No- 
vember. 


NOT IN ORDER 


Kissell was represented in the 
case by Sam Berger, prominent 
Ottawa lawyer and a director of 
the Ottawa Football Club. Berger 
charged that the statement of 
claim made in the Cleveland ac- 
tion was not in order. 

Going strictly by the rule book, 
the local master, Mr. Pugsley, 
greed. He ruled that certain sec- 
tions of the statement of claim 
must be struck out, leaving the 
Cleveland lawyers—W. G. Burke- 
Robertson and Kelley—the oppor- 
tunity of rewriting them and sub- 
mitting them again to Berger. 

This might be done by Monday, 
after which Berger would have 10 
days to prepare his case before it 
could come before the September 
assizes. But normally, assizes cases 
must be filed by Sept. 4. 

This ground - rule technicality 
would seem to leave Browns’ case 
off the court list until sometime 
in November, but Pugsley 'made it 
clear that he was a minor referee. 

As local master, he said, his job 
was not to judge cases but merely 
to set up their mechanics so they 
would. be in proper order when 
they arrived at court.

"As long as the sergeants were 
allowed to stay with their men, the 
Communists had no success 
preaching their propaganda." 

Two Australian olfiicers, three 
Turks, and 250 South Koreans also 
were returned. One Australian, a 
Mustang pilot, was the first Aus- 
tralian airman captured. 

The Allies returned 2,400 North 
Koreans. 

The Reds promised to return 110 
more Americans Sunday, as well 
as 250 South Koreans; 25 British, 
four Turks, five Filipinos, three 
French and three South Africans, 
„ a total of 400 men. 

Including today's exchange~the 
25th day of Operation Big Switch— 
2,567 Americans have returned to 
freedom. ‘ 

The Reds said at the start of 
the exchange they had 3,313 Amer- 
icans, They have hinted since, 
however, that the total returned 
might exceed this figure. 

MOST PoWS RETURNED 


Returning prisoners said almost 
all the American captives except 
sergeants from Camp =a special 
sergeants’ `c a m p—and cers 
from Camp 2 have been repatri- 
ated. 

They said the Camp 4 sergeants 
and the officers were waiting at 
Kaesong, last stop on the way to 
freedom, 

The men who came back Satur- 
day said they ha@ not seen the 
Americans who were taken from 
their camps in the last week of 
the war and sentenced to prison 
terms for alleged crimes against 
the Communists. 

Americans who returned earlier 
said 45 of these men were in Kae- 
song awaiting repatriation, -but 
that there were others still at 
Camp 5 on the Yalu river. 

NO ONE SEES DEAN

NEW DELHI — What chiefly 
worries India as chairman of the 
five-nations Commission dealing 
with Korean war prisoners who 
do not wish to be repatriated is 
how the commission is going to 
talk to the prisoners. India reck- 
ons 90 interpreters will be need- 
ed—57 for Chinese into English 
and 33 for Korean into English. 
But each of these will have to be 
duplicated, so that one interpreter 
from either belligerent side is 
present. "If interpreters direct- 
ly disagree,” said R. K. Nehru,| 
India's Foreign Secretary who has| 
just returned with India's advance 
reconnaissance party from Korea, 


“we shall ask prisoners to choose |" 


between two simple symbols (such| 
as are used for voterr in Indian 
elections) to indicate whether or 
not they wish to go home.“ 

5,000 TROOPS SAIL 


Five thousand Indian troops 
have already sailed from Madras 
to act as the commission's mili- 
tary force. They include units 
from regiments with a long and 
honorable history in the Indian 
army—Jats, Dogras, Rajputs, and 
Rajputana Rifles. They will be 
under the command of one of the 
ablest of India’s junior generals, 
Major-General Thorat, while on 
the commission staf’ itself India 
will have the leadership of Gen. 
Thimayya, who, apart from his 
admirable military record, under- 
took a delicate part in the nego- 
tiations for the Kashmir cease- 

Ire. 

India’s advance troops will be 
in the four-kilometre wide de- 
militarized zone of Korea by Sep- 
tember 1 or 2 to prepare for the 
arrival of the main body. Troops 
will be taken into the zone by 
helicopter at the rate of 90 to 100 
per day. Supplies of rations and 
transport will be provided in 
equal quantities by both United 
Nations and Communists. R. K. 
Nehru said today that if that 
meant eating American meals one 
day and North Korean the next 
it would suit the Indians admir- 
ably, for the food on both sides 
was excellent. 

At a press conference today, 
Major-General Thorat said he 
thought that United Nations sep-| 
aration of prisoners into camps of 
4,000 men divided among eight 
compounds would prove a work- 
able basis for the Indian custodian | 
force. 

TO GUARD 6 CAMPS 


This means India will have to 
guard six camps in the delimitar- | 
ized zone on the southern side of 
the white-taped demarcation line;

Studies Ways 
To Save 


Tower Of Pisa 


Charles B. Spencer, president 


of a- firm of New York contrac-| 


tors, on holiday tour of Italy, was 


[so astonished by the “impossible” 
l situation enjoyed by the leaning 


tower of.Pisa that he spent all 
his holiday there studying it, 
trying to puzzle out why it still 
stands and what can be done to 
save it. He presents the results of 
his studies in the Engineering| 
News-Record, says a writer in 
the Boston Herald. 

While Italian architects and 
engineers who have devoted years 
to studying the tower have esti- 
mated it will not collapse until 
2153 or thereabouts, Spencer is 
convinced it must be declared un- 
safe within 100 years unless some 
means can be found to save it. 


EXTENT OF LEAN. 


To get some idea how far out 
of plumb the tower is and how 
extraordinary the, lean, Spencer 
draws the comparison of a mod- 
erately high office building, the 
top of which leans several feet out 
beyond the curb of a wide side- 
walk. No office building in the 
world could survive such a lean 
(a cathedral near the tower also 
acquired a similar lean but had 
to be taken down and rebuilt 
more than 125 years ago). So 
what in the world is holding up 
the leaning tower of Pisa? Some- 
thing is, and Spencer has a theory 
as to what is, and a further theory 
that it isn't going to hold up any- 
where near as long a period of 
time as the Italians estimate. 

The tower's foundations were 
laid in 1174 by a Florentine archi- 
tect named Bonanno, who, with- 
out any knowledge whatever of 
the capacity of various soils to 
bear weight, began a structure 
that was, in the end, to put a 
load of eight tons agsquare foot on 
soil that today's building codes 
would restrict to one-half ton or 
lesseto the square foot, It was a| 
wet volcanic silt, and the circular 
foundation of about 60 feet in 
diameter was placed just a few 
feet below the surface. Some ac- 
counts state that logs were plac- 
ed in the foundation, but by the| 
time.Bonanno had erected three| 
stories the tower was beginning| 
to tilt at a surprising rate. 

At the time Florence and Pisa! 
were increasingly unfriendly and| 
when the Pisans took a look at 
the tilt, reflected on the fact the 
architect was Florentine and 
began to suggest sabotage, the 
cautious Signor Bonanno packed 
up his blueprints and scrambled) 
home. The tower remained as he| 
left it for 50 years. 


WORK RESUMED 


When this time had elapsed, 
|however, it appeared that the soil 
below had consolidated, and an- 
other architect, Giovanni de Si- 
cone, undertook to complete the 
tower. He added nne more stnrew 
jand no sooner had, when the| 
|tower began to lean even faster. | 
Signor Sicone, like his predecessor 
deemed it discreet to depart Pisa 
in haste. 

About 100 years later still an- 
other architect, decidíng that the 
tower hàd by now settled down as 
far as it would, decided to add 
more floors and bell tower and 
call it a day. But many more years 
were to elapse before the tower

attraction. 

Well aware of its value in this| 
regard, the Italians have long 
since put their heads together in| 
an effort to save the building| 
without destroying its tourist ap- 
peal or its position as one of the 
undisputed wonders of the world.| 
One Italian architect suggested 
they take it down stone for stone, 
build a modern foundatión in a 
safer spot nearby, and put it back’ 
up again, lean and all. This was| 
ruled out by the authorities. 


STABILIZATION FAILS | 
The Italians did, however, in| 
1932, try to consolidate the ground | 
below the tower by boring holes 
jin it and injecting cement. It 
didn’t work; the tower continues 
to lean farther over every year 
and it 1s Spencer’s conclusion that 
injecting cement or anything else 
will never work. 

On the contrary, he believes 
that the safest and the most prac- | 
tical method to save the tower| 
would be to dig under the tower | 
at a distance of 18 feet on the side| 
away from the lean and remove,| 
little by little, the soil under the 
conelike lump of consolidated, 
material directly below and sup- 
porting the tower itself. | 

It is, as I see it, as if the tower 
ware precariously balanced on a| 
hard ball of soil it had compressed | 
itself, this hard mass more or less | 
floating in the softer earth around | 
it like a buoy in the water. Spen- | 
cer argues that if some of this soft | 
soil be removed hydraulically at 
the side away from the lean over 
a period of 10 or 15 years, the 
tower and the mass it rests on will 
automatically correct itself to 
within safe limits but without de- 
stroying the antiquity of the won- 
der. 

“This method," he states, hes 
little precedent. But for that mat- 
ter, neither has the leaning! 
tower."

First National 
Weather Chart 
Started By RCAF 


MONTREAL (CP) — Transport 
Minister Chevrier and Air — 
C. R. Slemon Friday officially in- 
augurated the world’s first national 
weather chart transmission system 
in a ceremony at Montreal's Dor- 


val airport. 


The new service — known as 


"Weatherfax'"—was opened when 


Mr. Chevrier placed a chart on the 


drum of a transmitter and Air 


Marshal Slemon pressed a button 
that started, by remote control, re- 


cording machines in Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Winnipeg, Toronto and 
Moncton, 


Shortly after, a photograph of 


the ceremonies was transmitted 
over the same apparatus. 


The system, said Mr. Chevrier, 
will provide RCAF stations across 
Canada with accurate weather 
maps in a more efficient, more 
economical, and faster manner. 

Similar to a wirephoto network, 
the map facsimile service is com» 


jpletely controlled from the key 


station in Dorval. Personnel of 
other stations need only keep their 
recorders turned on and supplied 
with special, electro-sensitive paper 
on which the maps are electronico 
ally drawn.

The officials predict that export

The bureau of statistics forecast | 
Aug. 14 that the 1953-54 wheat crop 
will be 603,793,000 bushels, second

The bureau said the crop still 
faced danger of frost and. rust and 
could be less than anticipated. But 
reports from the west indicate that 
the Prairies are experiencing ideal 
ripening conditions, hastening erop| 
maturity. 

This year's bumper wheat crop 
will follow a record 1952-53 harvest 
ef 668,000,000 bushels, much of 
which is still on farms, in country 
elevators and terminals.

[North American positions July 31 
was estimated at 625,000,000 bush- 
els. The amount was second only 
to the record 832,000,000 bushels 
on hand July 31, 1943. 

HUGE INCREASE 


Stocks of Canadian wheat were 
estimated at 362,700,000 bushels, 
compared with 217,200,000 on the 
corresponding date last year. An 
estimated 92,000,000 bushels was 
still on farms and 137,200,000 bush- 
els in country elevators. , 

With the exception of oats, at 
least 97 per cent of this year's 
July 31 farm-held grain stacks were 
located in the Prairie provinces. 

The carryover of wheat not on 
farms or in western elevators was 
largely located at main terminal 
points. Carryover stocks of wheat 
on July 31 at Fort William-Port 
Arthur totalled 29,146,000 bushels, 
while the amount in eastern ele- 
vators was 48,268,000. 

These figures explain why there 
can be no storage relief until grain 
starts to move into the world ex- 
port markets. 

The 20-year average wheat pro- 
duction from the 1933-34 crop year 
to that of 1952-53 inc!usive is 388,- 
326,000 bushels. The 20-yeay ayer- 
age carryover for the same period 
(including 362,747,000 bushels esti- 
[mated carryover at the end of the 
[1952-53 crop year which may be 
revised later) is 217,169,350 bushels. 

A Canadian Press survey shows 
that stern elevators and termir |s 
als are jammed to capacity. Ele- 
vator and terminal officials say it 
is not possible to use space to the 
limit. Different grades of grain 
cannot be mixed and space partly 
filled with one grade cannot in- 
clude another. 

PLENTY OF BOXCARS 


R. W. Milner, federal transport 
controller, and the CPR and CNR 
say there is no shortage of box 
cars to move grain to country ele- | 
vators or terminal points. But 
grain can not be moved in quan- 
tity at present because of the 
saturation at elevators. 

Mr. Milner said oats and barley 
are the only grains being moved | 
east to meet export demand. 

W. C. McNamara, assistant chief |, 
commissioner of the wheat board 
at Winnipeg, said the main prob- 
lem is to find storage until export 
sales pick up.

[shorten the long wait for delivery, 
manufacturers’ salesmen are now 
|fighting for business. And it 
would seem *hat now, and for 


an intense and growing rivalry,

In all three countries, export 
returns for the current year show, 
for the first time, an actual de- 
cline in sales abroad of some types 


tural machinery, has been picking

HARDENING MARKETS 


In some places, the low level of 
raw material prices has been 
|blamed for the recent hardening 
jof the market. After booming 
wildly soon after the Korean war 
began, these prices have fallen 
until in some cases they are now 
lower than they were on the eve 
of the war. Consequently, it is 
argued, all the countries which 
are intent on industrial develop- 
ment but which still earn their 
| international living by exporting | 
food or taw materials have less to| 
spend than they have had for 
several years. 

All their wartime savings of 
dollars and sterling have gone, 
and the money is no longer com- 
ing in to keep up the pace of in- 
dustriafisation. Moreover, while 
commodity prices have fallen and 
show no signs of going up again, 
the price of foreign machinery has 
altered little, and a shipload of 
grain or wool or rubber buys con- 
siderably less than it used to. 

In some, cases this is un- 
doubtedly true. Malaya's earnings 
of foreign exchange from tin and 
rubber, for example, have greatly | 
diminished. And Australia, after 
having been caught by the slump| 
in wool prices in 1951 and 1952,| 
has still restored only a part of | 
the import cuts which were put 
on, like a tourniquet, to stop the| 
drain on the country's reserves. 

But there are also longer-term| 
reasons for the difficulties now 
experienced by Western manu- 
facturers in exporting capital 
goods. 

BRITAIN, U.S., GERMANY 


To begin with, it is seldom 
realised how in all three countries | 
—Britain, America and Germany 
—both production and exports 
have been steadily built up in 
the last few years. Before the 
war, for example, Amreican over- 
seas sales of capital goods made 
up only 15 per cent of total 
exports, Last year, they were 
worth three thousand million 
dollars—equal to a quarter of a 
much greater export total. In 


In 1938, engineering products 
were 26 per cent of exports; in 
1948, they were 38 per cent; in| 
1952, 41 per cent. 

The value of British cars ex- 
ported alone is 14 times more 
than it was before the war and 
other engineering exports are 
four or five times as valuable. 
Alongside this great increase in 


the war has come, in the past five 
years, a great expansion of Ger- 
man production for export. 
Engineering exports from Ger- 
many, which in the years imme-| 
diately after the war  were| 
| negligible, were worth last year 
|some £676 million, against Bri- 
tain's £1,046 million. 

In short, for al] the developing 
countries there are now far more 
| capital goods than there used to 
|be. Supply is at last catching up 
with demand.

For Criticism 


TORONTO (CP)—Field Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery considers 
"most monstrous" a criticism of 
the quality of personnel in the 
Canadian 27th brigade in Germany 
—and thereby disagrees with the 
stated views of three of Canada's 
best-known war correspondents. 

Discussing an article in. Mac- 
lean's Magazine by Lionel Shapiro, 
Lord. Montgomery said its com- 
ment about the brigade's morale 
was ''monstrous because it was un- 
true.”

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Expect Churchill 
To Announce 
CabinetOverhaul 


LONDON (Reuters)—Prime Min- 
ister Churchill is expected to an- 
nounce a cabinet overhaul, involv- 
ing a dozen’ or more ministers, 
before Parlia m ent reassembles 
Oc. BÀ ^I | 

Political sources here say For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden— 
whose future has been the No. 1 
question mark since his three 
operations last spring—will con- 
tinue to be groomed as successor 
to the doughty 78-year-old Sir 
Winston, expected to retire soon. 

Eden, who has been out of 
action for five months, may lose 
his foreign ministry post, but he 
will be kept on as deputy prime 
minister and as personal aide to 
Churchill, these sources say. The 
government Saturday denied a 
newspaper report that Eden would 
be replaced as foreign secretary. 

Churchill's plans are reported 
only in the drafting stage, but it 
is widely assumed they are based 
on his continuing for a while .at 
least as prime minister. The pro- 
cess of grooming Eden, to take 
over of the reins of government 
will continue. 


EASE SOME OF STRAIN 


Eden, now almost well after a 
seriés of operations for gall bladder 
and bile duct trouble, would de- 
vote himself to the duties of 
deputy prime minister, This would 
take some of the strain off Church- 
ill, himself a recent victim of over- 
work, 

Harold Macmillan, housing and 
local government minister, and Sir 
Walter Monckton, labor minister, 
are joint favorites to take over at| 
the foreign office. 

Churchill is said to be thinking 
of reducing his much criticized sys- 
tem of cabinet ''overlords''—senior | 
peers who take responsibility for| 
the co-ordination of several de-| 
partrhents. It may be replaced by 
a scheme giving the responsible | 
minister a senior «deputy. 

This system already works at 
the foreign office, where in addi- 
tion to Eden, there is a minister of 
state—Selwyn Lloyd. Several jun- 
jor ministers—parliamentary un- 
dersecretaries—may be stepped up 
to such offices.

Over Niagara 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont. (CP)— 
Leslie Sanders, a little New York 
interior decorator, plans to plunge 
over Niagara Falls in his stainless 
steel barrel next Saturday. 


Major Lloyd Hill of Niagara 
Falls said Sunday night that Sand- 
ers had retained him to take him 
out of the barrel in the lower 
river after the trip. 

Lloyd, brother of William (Red) 
Hill, who was killed when he went 
over the falls in a rubber-tire con- 
traption, said he will cut Sanders’ 
barrel loose in the upper Niagara 
river near Grand Island. The bar- 
rel will be transported from New 
York to Niagara Falls, N. Y., early 
Saturday. 

Sanders had figured on making 
a similar trip over the 165-foot 
cataract in 1951 but was turned 
back by Canadian immigration of- 
ficials. 


Mack said the little Italian sal- 
vage vessel Rostro, which had| 
sent the money to a Brussels bank 
to be dried out and counted, had 
left Oostende, Belgium, last week 
for an "unknown destination’ after 
calling off further diving opera- 
tions on the sunken American 
freighter for this year. 

This conflicted with a story the| 
Rostro's salvage crew chief, Mario 
Rafaeli of Genoa, Italy told re- 
porters last week. He said he was| 
heading his vessel back to the 
spot where the Flying Enterprise 
lay split in two under 40 fathoms 
(240 feet) of water in the English | 
channel. 

And the Oostende ship broker 
handling the unloading of the 
water-logged treasure said he ex- 
pected the Rostro back in three 
or four weeks with more bundles 
of money. 

All of this only added to a mys- 
tery which has started to bubble 
up around the Flying Enterprise. 

Why, navigators have béen ask- 
ing, did the Rostro work several 
miles away from the spot where 
the Flying Enterprise finally 
slipped under the waves in a storm 
19 months ago? 

In New York, officials of the 
Isbrandtsen company which owned 
the Enterprise, said they knew 
nothing of any big shipment of 
money aboard the Flying Entér- 
prise when she left Hamburg for 
New York on her ill-fated voyage 
in the Yuletide of 1951. 

The Enterprise's captain, Kurt 
Carlsen, won world-wide fame by 
sticking to the battered freighter 
for 13 days before she finally sank. 

Commenting on reports the Ros- 
tro is working several miles from 
the spot where the Enterprise went 
under—42 miles from Plymouth— 
London's Daily Mail asked ‘‘Is it 
the Flying Enterprise?" 

If it's really the Flying Enter- 
prise, the paper added, the wreck 
must have drifted for milvs just 
under the surface before finally 
sihking to the bottom.

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Natural Gas For Peterborough? 
Alberta is rich in petroleum oils; it 18 
also-rich in natural gas, and often from 
the same fields. For many years the 
gas of Alberta has been all but wasted— | 
& few towns 1n the vicinity of the gas 
deposits, like Calgary, use it for heating, 
the kitchen and even illumination and 
power, but most of this valuable natural 
resource has been either neglected or 


squandered. The Alberta Government 
has now realized that it has more gas 
than it could possibly use itself, and that 
it, like the oll, could be a rich source of 
income to the Provincial coffers. So the 
Alberta Government has decided to 
allow gàs to be piped out of the province. 
A company has been formed, financed 
primarily by American capital, to pipe 
Alberta gas east to Winnipeg, Toronto 
and Montreal. It is called Trans Canada 
Pipe Lines, It proposes to construct a 
30-inch pipe from Calgary to Regina, 
Winnipeg, Kenora, the Lakehead, Sud- 
bury, North. Bay, Orillia and down to 
Brooklin where subsidiary lines will take 
the gas into Toronto, Montreal and ad- 
jacent industrial centres. It is a fan- 
tastically big undertaking, likely to cost 
as much as the building of the CPR.

This great project is a major new un- 
dertaking comparable with develop- 
ments of iron mining in Ungava and 
aluminum smelters in B.C. which are 
changing the face and stature of Cana- 
dian (industry. Peterborough people 
may have a direct interest in it, for, 
when the gas pipe line is built to To- 
ronto and Montreal a branch line is 
proposed for Peterborough. It is pos- 
sible that, through it, Peterborough in- 
dustrles, shops and homes will have 
natural ga$ available to them in three 
years. This city is not so abundantly 
and cheaply supplied with electricity 
that another source of power and heat 

welcome. Natural gas from 
Mo down in Peterborough, may 
prove tà be half as costly as the propane 
gas which the Utilities Commission now 
makes and distributes.

Natural gas is one of the main sources 
of energy in the United States, provid- 
ing nineteen per cent, of the total energy 
used in 1951. More natural gas is being 
employed in the U.S. every year, as pipe 
lines multiply to bring it from the fields 

.to industrial centres. There are said 
to be more miles of gas piping (sixteen 
inches or more in diameter) in the States 
than there are miles of main line rail- 
way tracks. This modern development 
is only beginning in Canada; for in- 
stance in 1951 only three per cent. of 
energy used in this country was natural 

“gas. The Trans Canada Pipe Lines, incor- 
porated as long ago as 1947, can provide 
an abundant, new and cheap source of 
‘power to central and eastern Canada 
‘when the pipes are laid from Calgary. 


Before the company lays its multi- 
million dollar pipes across Canada it 
will require some guarantee of con$ump- 
tion in the chief industrial centres of 
"Toronto and Montreal—that is, an indi- 
¢ation of the willingness of the utilities 
companies of those cities to buy and 
distribute the natural Alberta gas. The 
whole scheme was jarred at the end of 
the wéek by an announcement from 
Washington that the Federal Power 
Commission had granted the Niagara 
Gas Transmission Company permission 
to export gas from Tennessee across the 
border into Toronto, The Niagara com-

| Railway Passenger Service 


Elsewhere on this page today we print 
excerpts from an address which the pre- 
[sident of the CNR gave recently. in Cal- | 
gary. His subject was “Serving. The 
Passenger.” Here in Peterborough we 
are pleased to know that railway execu- 
tives give the topic some thought. Mr. 
Gordon's theme was that while railways} 
lose money on their' passenger service 
they gravely recognize that they cannot 
abandon it. So they are trying to adjust 
the service with the balance sheet. 

Since the public as taxpayers have to 
subsidize the railways—both the 
publicly-owned CNR of which they are 
in a sense shareholders, and the CPR— 
the public does not want railways to 
operate at a loss any more than com- 
pany executives want it. Perhaps the 
new equipment which Mr. Gordon says 
his company is introducing next year 
will cut the passenger service losses.and 
at the same time encourage more pas- 
sengers, (One in every eight adults in 
Canada has never ridden on a train.) 

The new equipment is designed.to be 
“functional” and not to cater especially 
to people who can afford luxuries, For 
instance, the company will have more 
"dinettes", where cheaper meals will be 
available than those provided on regu- 
lar diners. Mr. Gordon says that the 
company is fully aware that the cost of 
meals on dining cars has risen to the 
point that many passengers are discour- 
aged from using the service. This may. 
be one reason why the company is 55 
cents a meal out of pocket on every meal 
it serves on a diner—high prices prevent 
constant patronage. To reduce this loss, 
and provide cheaper meals, the company 
is discontinuing the use of linen table 
cloths and serviettes on some trains. 
(Its dining car laundry bill alone 
argounts to $175,000 a year.) 

We regret one decision taken; in Mr. 
Gordon's words it is this: "In view of 
our urgent need for new equipment, we 
could not take the time to experiment 
with new ideas in passenger travel." He 
said this in regard to the big order for 
equipment now being filled. It seems 
to us that some experimentation is ne- 
cessary, particularly on branch lines 
which are the heaviest losers in pas- 
senger service. For instance, there is a 
daily passenger train to and from Lind- 
say on the Peterborough run, This must 
operate at a considerable loss, since or- 
dinarily the engine and two or three 
carriages carry only half a dozen pas- 
sengers. (We presume some express and 
mail are also carried.) Why should this 
heavy train be used? Could not some 
light, one-car equipment replace it, a 
car with diesel or electric engine, two 
trainmen all told, and space for a couple 
of dozen passengers, the mail and the 
express, au in one carriage? » JS 
„Mr. Gordon remarks that the com- 
pany is always getting suggestions which 
are not economically feasible. This may 
be one. Maybe the company wants to 
use up its old coaches and engines, con- 
sume tons of old coal to pull the heavy 
train, and has to keep four or five men 
employed on the run. But in our simple 
eye branch passenger trains like the 
daily from Lindsay are unnecessarily 
uneconomic, and could be replaced by a 
cheaper and faster shuttle-car.

"(THERE ARE many factors that people over- 

look when they wonder why we don't 
do things that seem obvious to them. It all 
seems so easy—simply a matter of providing 
new-more-and-better. The catch is, however, 
that no one in North America has made this 
simple formula work in süch a way that 
passenger business can be made to produce 
a reasonable profit. Time and again I have 
been a witness, and even a party to, that 
sad spectacle which has bee described as the 
murder of a beautiful theory by a set of 
ugly facts.

Fon IT is a fact that the carrying of pass- 

engers in railway trains is inherently an 
unprofitable business, although agreement 
is far from general on how its profits and 
losses can be accurately measured. Our own 
methods of cost analysis show that some of 
our maín line trains are covering all ex- 
penses, by a small margin, but an over-all

passenger deficit is produced by reason of |; 
losses on branch line services. Last year 


Canadian National trains carried 19 million 
passengers more than one and a half billion 
passenger miles—and it is worth noting that 
this traffic was handled without the loss of 
a single passenger's life due to a train acci- 
dent, Revenue from our passenger opera- 
tions amounted to $46 million; and when 
revenues from express, mail, sleeping, dining 
and parlor car services are taken into ac- 
count, the total comes to almost $100 mil- 
lion, or 15 percent of our gross revenues, 
With such figures before us one is moved,to 
enquire just why this important passenger 
volume should be unable to yield a profit or 
at least earn its keep. Easily the most im- 
portant reason to be found for this condition 
is the elément of cost.

TH PURCHASE price of a modern day 

coach is $130,000; a parlour car and a dine 
ing car cost about $190,000 each, and a sleep- 
ing car more than $200,000. Every train car- 
ries a number of such cars and when the 
cost of the locomotive and the equipment 
needed to handle baggage and express is 
added, the capital investment in an average 
main-line train can run upwards of. $2,- 
500,000.

NE of our "Continental Limited" trains 

running between Montreal, Toronto and 
Vancouver, for instance, represents such an 
investment at present day replacement costs. 
But this is the replacement value. of only 
one train. The Continental Limited is actual- 
ly 16 trains, since on any given day there are 
four on the road moving in each direction 
between Montreal and Vancouver and the 
same number between Toronto and the west 
coast, Therefore, to maintain this one service 
we operate equipment representing a capital 
outlay approaching $40 million.

HE TRANSCONTINENTAL train is in 

fact a mobile hotel. It offers a variety of 
air-conditioned bedroom and seating accom- 
modation, lounge and reading facilities, and 
dining rooms which feature Waldorf service 
at steak-house prices, The train may consist 
of as many as seventeen cars and altogether, 
counting the express, baggage and postal 
employees, it is stafféd and operated by a 
crew numbering as many as twenty-seven. 
Considering the initial cost and the over- 
head wage expense, to say nothing of the 
fuel and other material costs and terminal 
expenses and so on, it will be realized that 
our trains must have a high average occu- 
pancy if even the out-of-pocket costs are to 
be covered. To meet the direct costs assoc- 
lated with the operation of a day coach, for 
example, the car should have an average 
occupancy per mile of at least fifty percent. 
For roomette cars the comparable figure is 
around eighty percent. 
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HE PROBLEM of peak loads is another 

important factor in the economies of the 
passenger business. The trouble is, the only 
way we can provide enough service for the 
peak is to provide too much for the average 
volume of traffic. Most of our passenger 
business comes in the summer months and 


to "scrape the bottom of the barrel" to 
provide enough equipment to meet the de- 
mand. During the rest of the year, except 
at Christmas and on other holidays, a large 
part of our equipment is used only inter- 
mittently and then is only partially filled, 
Last year, for example, our passenger cars 
travelled on the average only 183 miles per 
day and showed an average occupancy of 
only thirteen passengers per mile.

ANOTHER BARRIER to profitable patseng- 

er operations is our country's low 
population density in relation to the miles 
of track over which our trains operate. 
Canada, as you probably know, has more 
miles of rail per capita than any other 
country in the world, and the Canadian 
National, with a network of 33,000 miles of 
track, has more than a proportionate share 
of thin traffic lines. 

As I have already said, many of our 
branch-line passenger services are no longer 
paying their way. In our continuing effort to 
adjust our services to changing. needs, we 
have tried to eliminate, wherever it is prac- 
r those secondary scrvices which are 
operating at a loss in communities where 
trave] needs are no longer dependent upon 
passenger train operations, But this is no 
easy matter, It is amazing to see how com- 
munities who consistently fail to patronize 
our services can muster such eloquent argu- 
ments about our indigpensability the moment 
abandonment of service is contemplated. 
The net result is that many communities are 
being provided with passenger service far 
below its actual cost të the railway... 

“Our railways”, the Royal Commission on 
Transportation concluded, “should be allowed 
to practise similar economies in cases where 
operations are shown to have become sub- 
stantially unnecessary or to be definitely un- 
profitable, especially, of course, when it is 
shown that reasonable service can be assured | 
by other agencies.” 

Unless citizens and public bodies alike 
can be persuaded to adopt a more realistic 
attitude toward this question the railways of 
Canada will not be able to deal with it in| 
a business-like manrier;

LONDON (Reuters) — Argen- 
tins, perhaps accompanied by Rus- 
sia, may undermine the present 
structure of world wheat. export

TEL AVIV, Israel — Bills per- 
petusting rabinical control of 
marriage and divorce and provid- 
ing special form of national ser- 
wice were exempt from military 
service were adopted last week 
by Israel's Knesset (Parliament).

The main change effected by 
the marriage and divorce bill is 
that it gives the Rabbinate auth- 
ity in these matters over all Israel 
Jews, whereas in the time of the 
British mandate, the Rabbinate's 
authority was restricted to per- 
sons listed in the official register 
of the Jewish community, | 

The change was necessiated by 
the fact that the register had not 
been kept up to date since the 
creation of the state, with more 
than half the population not list- 
ed. Those not listed might be mar- 
ried by an Orthodox rabbi— they 
could not be married in any oth- 
er way— but the ejvil au ties 
could not enforce rabbi judg- 
ments of divorce or alimony in 
their case. 

As in the time of the manda 
the law excludes the possibility 
civil marriages or intermarriage. 
Reform rabbis who maintain 
three small synagogues in Israel 
are not included in the list of rab- 
bis who may perform marriages, 
In any case, they are not at pre- 
sent a formally organized com- 
munity in Israel. 

In all respects traditional rab- 
binical law remains in effect. For 
instance, a “Cohen,” or priest, 
may not marry a divorcee because 
of a ban pronounced in the Twen- 
ty-first chapter of Leviticus.

Doctors Warn OfOverconfidence 
InGamma Globulin As Polio Curb 


By ROBERT K. PLUMB 


Medical authorities here re- 
peated yesterday earlier warnings 
that public confidence in the effi- 
cacy of gamma globulin as a 
poliomyelitis preventive might 
have risen too high. 

The New York State Depart- 

ment of Health in Albany empha- 
tnd that elaborate - statistical 
studies of the use. of gamma glo- 
bufin in ^ epidemics - in Steuben 
and Chemung counties did not 
provide evidence that the injec- 
tions changed or prevented any 
cases that might otherwise have 
occurred. 

The studies do not prove that 
gamma globulin does not work. 
That it does work was established 
in carefully controlled tests con- 
ducted during the 1951 and 1952 
summer polio epidemic seasons by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, They simply 
leave unanswered the all-import- 
ant epidemiological question of the 
how many children might have 
developed the disease if they had 
not received the injections. 


CONCLUSION IN EARLIER 
TESTS 


The earlier test suggested ‘that 
gamma globulin might be effec- 
tive in preventing only about 50 
to 60 per cent of the cases, and 
then in only a period from the 
second to the fifth weeks after 
contact, the State Health Depart- 
ment pointed out. 

Many aspects of the use of 
gamma globulin have been né- 
this lected in the heated demand 


limited supply has been assigned 
to the Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion. Of the gamma glpbulin re- 
served for poliomyelitis, the office 
stipulated that it be kept for those 
who have been in "intimate con- 
tact" with persons having a 
proved case of the disease. 


Médical authori 
cautioned that repre n 
ferred by a gamma globulin injec= 
tion is temporary at best. Five 
weeks appears to be the outside 
limit. 

Most adults have had infections 
of'one or more of the three vir- 
uses known to cause pardiyzing 
or. most without even 
knowing it, according to studies 
by the National Foundation. These 
infections confer lifetime immu- 
nity. Until a method is devel- 
oped of inoculating children to 
give a similar lasting — 

the gamma globulin injection is 
designed to serve merely as å 
stop-gap.

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Grain Experts Predict 
^ Sizable Wheat Export 


By JOHN E. BIRD 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 


OTTAWA (CP)—Canadian grain 
rts predict that Canada will 
sell sizable quantities of wheat 
abroad this year despite a world- 
wide surplus. 

However, wheat board officials | 
fn Winnipeg and trade department | 
spokesmen in Ottawa say it is too 
early to forecast whether sales to 
foreign customers will approach | 
last year's record. 

Whether grain producers have a 
fat or lean year depends on over- 
seas selling. 

HUGE CARRY^VER 

Canada is bursting at the seams 
with grain, mainly wheat, carried 
over from the last crop year ended 
July 31. Bumper crops háve been 
estimated for this year, too. 

The 1952 wheat crop totalled 688,- 
000,000 bushels, a record. The new 
one is expected to be 603,793,000 
bushels, second highest in history. 
The carryover of wheat alone 
totalled 362,700,000 bushels. 

The carryover is stored on west- 
ern farmá and in country and ter- 
minal elevators. The elevators will 
remain plugged until wheat can be 

moved into export channels in 
large quantities. 

Officials say three successive 
heavy crops caused the storage 
problem. They express opinion that 
export sales will pick up in the fall, 
thus relieving the congestion. 

FOREIGN SALES UP 

In the 1952-53 crop year, foreign 
sales of wheat and coarse grains— 
oats, barley, rye and flaxseed— 
totalled 582,000,000 bushels, a gain 
of 77,000 bushels over the previous 
year. Wheat and flour exports rose 
to 385,000,000 bushels from 365,000,- 
000 in the previous year. 

More than 235,000,000- bushels | 
were sold under the International 
Wheat Agreement. Of this the 
United Kingdom purchased some 
100,000,000 bushels. Top price under 
the agreement was $1.83 in United 
Btates funds. 

Trade Minister Howe, in an in- 
terview at St. Andrews, N.B., said 
he expects Britain to buy not less 
than her usual 100,000,000 bushéls 


in the crop year ending next July 
31. 

The International Wheat Agree- 
ment was renewed this year but 
the United Kingdom declined to 
sign. Canada's share of sales will 
be determined at a meeting of the 
International Wheat Council in Oc- 
tober, 


AT IWA PRICES 


Mr. Howe said wheat sales to 
Britain would be at IWA prices, 
between $1.55 and $2.05. He said 
the sale price “could not fall be- 
low" the IWA price, but did not 
state whether he referred to the 
maximum or minimum. 


He sidestepped questions as to 
any plans to subsidize growers if 
wheat is sold to Britain under 
$2.05, 

During the last session of Par- 
liament, Mr. Howe said Canada 
would be able to compete in sale 
of wheat to the U.F. An official of 
the United Kingdom high commis- 
sioner's office in Ottawa said that 
was a perfectly fair and accurate 
statement." But he declined to 
speculate on quantity or price. 


“The amount, Britain wil buy 
likely win depend on the price she 
has to pay," he said. 


NEED CANADIAN WHEAT 


Wheat board officials said they 
do not believe good European crops 
wil cut into Canadian exports to 
any great degree. 

"They will still need our wheat 
and, even if they hold off for a 
while, they stil wil have to buy 
it," said W. C. McNamara, assist- 
ant chief commissioner of the 
board in Winnipeg. 

He said sales and loadings of 
Canadian wheat are about normal 
for this time of year. European 
crops won't alter the picture very 
much.”
